By-Laws. 


Offer of Dr. Brackett 
Accepted. 


The Object Philanthropic, Educa- 
tisnal, and Social. 


Another large and enthusiastic meet- 
ing of women interested in a woman's 


club for Quincy was held in tbe 
chapel of First church on Tuesday 
afternoon. Over two hundred were 
present. Miss Elizabeth Juhnson pre- 


sided and called for the report of tke 
committee appointed to confer with 
Dr. Jeffrey R. Brackett on the advisa- 
bility of using his homestead on Goffe 
Street as a club house, 

Mrs. Jobo W. Sanborn, 
the committee, said they met Dr. 
Brackett and went over the house 
thoroughly, and found it in good repair. 
She read a letter from Dr. Brackett in 
which he says: 

“If my house is taken for the pur- 
pose of a home for a large and repre- 
sentative women’s club and a centre for 
educational and philanthropic effort, I 
shall take pleasure io putting into it a 
large furnace, in addition to the one 
now there, aud in painting the house 
outside, Mr. Bates assured me that a 
large furnace, placed under the parlor, 
will heat that room, the front ball and 
the two rooms over the parlor, besides 
taking the chill off the upper hall. The 
present small furnace, which heats the 
southern part of the house and is con- 
nected with one register in the parlor 
will do alone for spring and autumn.” 

The committee’s report was accepted 
and it was voted unanimously to accept 
Dr. Brackett’s generous offer. 

Next in order was the report of the 
committee on constitution and by-laws. 
Mrs. Wilson Marsh, the chairman, read 
the constitution as a whole, and then 
section by section, each being acted 
upon separately. The first relating to 
name brought out considerable discus- 
sion, and it was decided that no better

iname could be found than ‘‘Quincy,” a 
name that means much, not only to in- 


habitants, but to the whole country. 
A question of Woman’s or Women’s 
club arose, and on a close vote it was 
decided that the club should be called 
the ‘*Quincy Women’s Club.’’

Successful Counter Advance of 


Japanese Leaves Them In Po- 
sition to Fight Their Way 
Northward Toward Mukden 


London, March 1.—Fighting on a 
large scale is in progress between the 

tussian and Japanese armies in Man- 
churia. General Kuropatkin, after 

eeting the initiative of the Japanese 
jn the eastern part of the Shakhe val- 
ley, assumed the aggressive in the west- 
ern portion yesterday, and, under cover 
of a heavy artillery fire from Putilot 
hill and Novgorod hill, 
driving the Japanese from a position in | 
the outskirts of § Sandiapu. Simultane- 
ously the Russians attacked and cap- 
tured a railroad bridge on the Japanese 
eentre. 

Much more serious are the Japanese 
operations. against the Russian left 
wing, which cain n, unless quickly 
checked, to oblige Kuropatkin to aban- 
don the positions on the Hun river which 


succeeded in|: 


he has occupied and fortified during the | 
winter. | 


There is no confirmation of the report 
that the Russian commander-in-chief 
has notified the czar that retreat north- 
ward has become imperative. 

It is very difficult, in the absence of 
reliable maps and the mutilation of dis- 
patches by the censor, accurately to 
follow the progress of operations at the 
front in Manchuria. But it would 
seem that Kuropatkin’s effort to seize 
the crossings of the Taitse, 50 or 6 
miles southeast of Mukden, had failed, 
and that the Japanese, countering hard, 
had secured considerable advantage on 
the extreme left of the Russian line. 

While this action was a tong distance 
from the fortified positions on the 
Shakhe, it yet bears directly on them, 
for, if the Japanese continue their ad- 
vance in sutlicient force and sieze 
strongly the Mukden-lushun-Kirin 
road, 40 miles north of the present 
sceme of operations, the line of the 
Shakhe, and Mukden itself, might have 
to be evacuated. This would be espe- 
cially true if, with this movement on 
the east, it should turn out that the 
Japanese in force have reached Fuku- 
men, 35 miles northwest of Mukden. 

But it does not seem likely that the 
Japanese have violated Mongolian ter- 
ritory, as alleged. Japanese troops at 
Fakumen would meéam that China was 


openly violating her pledge of neu- 
trality. 
It is stated in the dispatches that 


Oyama's forces have 
Shakhe, at Vanuputzi, which is to- 
wards Bentsiaputze, and where the 
river runs northwest.

| Breaking of Great Ice Gorge 

Circinnati, March 1.—After holding

down the river last evening, causing 
comparatively small] damiuge at the last, 
ulthough more than $3'4),000 loss had 
been suffered by the sliding and crush- 
ing of the immense ice pack. Three 
steamers grounded and were left in a 
dangerous position as the water went 
down. Nearly 200 barges also 
grounded. 


Rupee Is Worth 32 Cents 

Washington, March 1—The supreme 
court has reversed the judgment of the 
circuit court of appeals in what is 
known as the “great rupee case” and 
held that the value of the rupee in com- 
puting the duties on merchandise im- 
ported from India is 32 cents, as frac- 
tional parts of the pound sterling, and 
not 20 cents, as the value of the silver 
contained therein. Nearly $3,000,000 
alleged excess of duties already paid by 
the importers wad concerned in the 
case decided and others dependent upon 
it. 


Many Buildings In Ashes 

East Liverpool, O., March 1.—The 
third destructive blaze here this win- 
ter broke out last night and six fine 
buildings and many smaller ones are 
in ashes, while others are scorched and 
damaged by water, causing a total loss 
of more than $250,000. The blaze 
started ina shoe store. Numerous 
business offices were burned out. The 
origin of the fire is not known. 


Soldiers’ Skeletons Unearthed 

Chattanooga, March 1.—In removing 
a hill in the eastern part of the city 
workmen during the past two days 
have unearthed 20 skeletons, supposed 
to be the remains of federal soldiers. 
The remains are probably those of sol- 
diers who were hastily buried in 
trenches, being forgotten during the 
severe battles and campaigns in this 
vicinity.

Evangelist Dawson, the noted English 
divine, honored Quincey with a visit on 
Wednesday evening, and found a 
responsive andience of over 1,000 
church people, all adults, gathered. 
All the churches of Quincy were invited 
to seud delegations, and also the 
Congregational churches Milton, 
Braintree, Weymouth, and 
Cohasset, and most of these churches 
were largely represented, It was a 
grand congregation which would have 
warmed the heart of any pastor, and it 
would have been twice as large had 
Quincy had a church of that capacity. 
Pews designed fur five or six held six 
and seven adults, People stood in the 
rear, on the sides, and in the vestibules; 
the gallery was crowded and also the 
platform. 

The meeting opened 
service led by Mr. T. LB. Pollard of the 
Quincey Point church. There was an 
overflow praise service in the chapel led 
by Mr. A. L. Hayden of Bethany church, 
which adjourned before the address and 
was accommodated in the church. 

Rev. F. W. Burrows of Braintree read 
the scripture lesson and Charles L. Es- 
tey of Brockton followed with a solo, 
‘*While the days are going by,” the 
congregation joining in the chorus. A 
fervent prayer was offered by Rev. C. 
F, Hill Cratbern of Braintree. 

Rey. E. N. Hardy, the pastor, intro- 
duced Dr. Dawson, who held the closest } 
attention for an hour, speaking without 
notes. He said he expected to speak to 
the general public, but since this was a 
gathering of church workers he would 
speak directly to them as such. 

He took for his text St. Johns 12: 24 
—Verily, verily, I say unto you, ex- 
cept a corn of wheat fall into the 
ground and die, it abideth alone: but 
if it die, it bringeth forth much fruit. 
Also II Corinthians 4: 10—Always bear- 
ing about in the body the dying of the 
Lord Jesus, that the life also of Jesus 
might be made manifest in our body. 

No brief synopsis of the address 
would do Dr. Dawson justice, but he 
emphasized his belief that Jesus is the 
cross and all it means, a force of love 
and power in the hearts of men.

What are 
we doing to let those around us, who 
have not heard the message, know 
that Jesus died for them. 

Do you really want to see Jesus to- 
night? It is an awful thing to see 
Jesus, If he entered this church who 
would come with him?

Would you welcome them? Would you 
make room for them? He might say, 
what gospel is this you are preaching. 
What life is this? Where are the sick, 
the poor and the sinners? What are 
you doing for them ? 

Christ made religion a hard thing.

CZAR'S MEN MAY RETREAT 


_—e— 


Cannot Long Withstand Bom- 
bardment With Eleven-Incb 
Shells Which Rendered Port 
Arthur Untenable--No News 
Regarding Russian Left Flank 


St. Petersburg, March 3.—The cur- 
tain of a rigid censorship has settled 
down over events in Manchuria. There 
is no news of the results of yesterday's 
fighting. Dispatches describing the 
picturesque events of the night retreat 
from Da pass and the all-night com- 
bat at the railroad bridge across the 
Shakhe river have been allowed to 
come through, but nothing to show 
whether General Kuropatkin is with- 
drawing or is determined to stand his 
ground. 

It is significant that no news has 
been received from the threatened left 
flank, the last dispatches leaving the 
Russians clinging desperately to Ou- 
benepusa against strong forces of Gen- 
eral Kuroki’s veterans. 

Although it is not admitted at the 
war office, the general impression in 
military circles is that MKuropatkin 
may be forced to withdraw. Not only is 
Kuroki threatening his commurica- 
i tions, but the redoubts at Putiloff and 
| Novgorod hills, an@ even the hills 
| theuiselves, keys to the position of the 
Russian centre, appear to be crumbling 
| away under the impact of terrible 11- 
| inch shells such as levelled the fortifica- 
| tions of Port Arthur and rendered the 

fortress itself untenable. No troops 
| will be able to retain the position long 
if the bombardment continues.

Hills Look Like Voicanoes

Returning 
here, apparently in improved nealth, 
she sailed for China and Japan by way 
of Honolulu on the steamer Korea 
Feb. 18, arriving at the Hawaiian port 
five days later.

Mrs. Jane Lathrop Stanford was 
born at Albany in 1825. She married 
Leland Stanford, who later became one 
of the builders of the Central Pacific 
railroad and accumulated an immense 
fortune. As the wife of Governor and 
later Senator Stanford, Mrs. Stanford 
for many years took a prominent part 
in social affairs. She co-operated with 
her husband in the founding of Leland 
Stanford, Jr., university, and after 
Senator Stanford’s death devoted her- 
self almost entirely to the interests of 
the university. 

Although the immense endowment 
of nearly $20,000,000 made by Senator 
and Mrs. Stanford to the university 
was placed in the hands of trustees, 
Mrs. Stanford until the time of her 
death had control of the funds and the 
appointment of trustees. Almost the 
entire Stanford fortune now goes to 
the university. Mrs. Stanford had but 
one child, a son, who died at an early 
age, and in memory of whom the I e- 
land Stanford, Jr., university was 
founded. 


Strike of Worcester Cuttérs 

Worcester, Mass., March 2—All 
granite cutters in Worcester are on 
strike. According to an agreement 
made Dec. 1, three months’ notice was 
to be given of any variation in cou- 
tracts between cutters and employers. 
At that time the cutters gave notice 
that they would expect $3.25 for a day’s 
work of eight hours. Yesterday the 
employers refused to grant the request 
and a strike was ordered 

Strike In Mi fora Quarries 

Milford, Mass., March 2.—The em- 
ployes at the local granite quarries 
have voted to strike for higher wages. 
They demand a wage rate of 30 cents 
apn hour for band drillers and 40 cents 
for machine drillers. They also de 
mnand that the tool sharpeners for the 


quarrymen must wibtdraw from tha 
Stone Cutters’ union and join the 
Quarrymen’s union. The manufac- 


turers refuse to accede.

Memphis, March 2.—An east-bound 
passenger train was stopped by three 
bandits eight miles south of Mammotii 
Springs, Ark., and the Ex 
press company’s safe was blown open 
and robbed of its contents.

WOMEN’S CLUBS. 


Members Have Ripe Experience 
and Are Good Workers. 


‘When you make up your war map 
of the city be sure that you put on it 
the woman’s clubs,’’ Rev. Caroline 
Bartlett Crane of Kalamazoo, Mich., 
told the members of the school of Phil- 
anthropy of the charity organization 
society at New York on Thursday, says 
the Globe. The war map is a sketch 
which Mrs. Crane makes when she is 
working out or illustrating any kind of 
civic problem. It is an outline of the 
place, showing the evils to be combat- 
ted, the saloons, the overflowing cel- 
lars and water contamination; penal 
institutions—what not; and with theze 
the institutions to be atilized to fight 
the evils. 

‘*Many of us donot take women’s 
clubs seriously,’’ she said) ‘‘I am not 
much of a clubwomen inyself, but I am 
going to be more of one. The club- 
woman as the woman of the well-to-do 
classes in the woman of leisure. Most 
of the women in our clubs are over 40: 
they bave brought their children 
and sent them ioto the world; they are 
in their second youtb, with the ripe 
experience which makes them tender 
and sympathetic workers and good city 
housekeepers. 

‘‘It is in the federated bodies that the 
best work can be done. This is illus- 
trated by a little organization of 20 
women in my own Celery City. They 
were colored women and we had helped 
them in every way we could, but they 
could never seem to get along, and 
sometimes they would get mad and 
wouldn’t play at all. Thea we took 
them into the federaticn and they have 
done beautifu) work. 

‘“*The Chicago Woman's club, the 
finest club, I know (I don’t know your 
New York clubs,) have done a great 
deal of civic work. I went into the 
juvenile court in Chicago and saw many 
women arouod as a matter of course. 
Sitting back of Judge Mack was an- 
other woman to whom the judge turned 
continually to ask ‘what would you do 
with this case or with that.’ This was 
Mrs. Bass, wife of Judge Bass, who 
spends two days each week at the court 
as an assistaut without pay.’

GIGANTIG. BLAST. 


One Hundred Thousand Tons of 


Granite Loosened. 


The Long Cove granite quarry in St. 
George was the scene of a spectacular 
blast yesterday, says a Rockland, Maine, 
dispatch te the Globe. Nearly 6000 
pounds of powder were used and the 
shock was so great that 100,000 tons of 
(granite were loosened beyund the ne- 
cessity of further blas'iog. 

Prepirations for the giant blast have 
been in progress since Dec. 21. At the 
base of a granite cliff 70 feet higha 
tunnel was dug into the solid rock a 
distance of 65 feet. At right angles a 
tunnel 35 feet long was dug on one side 
and one 14 feet long on the otber. At 
the end of each arm was cunstructed a 
chamber which was made thoroughly 
water tight after it had been loaded 
with powder. 

When all was in readiness the maga- 
zines were connected with a battery 
several bundred feet beyond the edge of 
the cliff and among protecting trees. 
The button was pressed by Miss Jane 
Seavey, a niece of James Smith, super- 
intendent of the quarry. 

A deafening explosion followed. 
Small pieces of granite shot skyward 
hundreds of feet and the immense mass 
of granite was lifted slowly in the air 
to what seemed a distance of 10 feet 
and fell with a terrific crash. 

As soon as the gases cleared away an 
examination of the bank was made. 
Fifty feec from the face of the cliff 
was a crack two feet wide extending 
lengthwise about 300 feet. 

This enormous mass of stone thus 
separated was cracked and broken so 
that the quarrying of it now becomes 
comparatively easy. 

When a similar blast was made seven 
years ago it furnished so much stone 
that no more powder was used for

Ex-Federal Judge Wing, who has 
been retained to assist J. P. Dawley 
in the defense of Mrs. Chadwick, said 


last night that he had no idea as to 
how long the trial would last, neither 
would he give any intimation as to 
what the defense would be. 

Mr. Carnegie, in the course of his 
talk with Prosecutor Keeler and 
Trustee Loeser, repeated his former 


statements that he had never met Mrs. 
Chadwick; had never even heard of 
her until the financial crash in the 
woman financial affairs came. Inas- 
much as Carnegie and the prisoner 
will meet face to face for the first 
time in court today, the scene is likely 
to prove a dramatic one. Mrs. Chad- 
wick comes up for trial upon a federai 
indictment charging her with con- 
splracy against the United States bank- 
{ug laws. 

In a statement made last night, Mrs 
Chadwick professes to have confidence 
that the outcome of the trial wii] ke in 
her favor. She said: 

“I have great hopes of the outcome. 
Iam worried, but vot in th> sense you 
would imagine. This is a big event for 
me, and naturally I am all concerned 
and anxious, not for the 1esu!t, wind

The dome of the Capitol stood 
white against the darkness, illuminated 
by searchlights from the top of the 
Washington monument, and the monu- 
ment itself, by the same method, wus 
made visible for many miles.

There were no ordinary 
pieces. Rockets with their dangerous 
sticks were discarded. The set pieces 
were of large dimensions—such as a 
wheel more than 100 feet in diameter, 
a presidential piece 200 feet in length, 
and a national flag 300 feet long, car- 
ried up 1000 feet by balloon, and there 
developed in the sight of the city and 
beyond.

PRESIDENT’S ADDRESS 


Our Attitude Toward All Other 
Nations, Great and Small, 
Should Be of Sincere Friend- 
ship--Wish Peace Not Because 
We Are Afraid--We Face In- 
ternal Perils of Modern Life 


My fellow-citizens: No people on 
earth have more cause to be thankfui 
than ours, and this is said reverently, 
in no spirit of boastfulness in our own 
strength, but with gratitude to the 
Giver of Good, who biessed us with 
conditions which have enabled us to 
achieve so large a measure of well- 
being and of happiness. 

To us as a people it has been granted 
to lay the foundations of our national 
life in a new continent. We are the 


| heirs of the ages, and yet we have had 


to pay few of the penalties which in 
old countries are exacted by the dead 
hand of a by-gone civilization. We 
have not been obliged to ficht for our 
existence against any alien race; and 
yet our life has called for the vigor 
and effort without which the maulier 
and hardier virtues wither away. 
Under such conditions it would be 
our own fault if we failed; and the 
success which we have had in the past, 
the success which we confidently be- 
future will bring, should 
cause in us no feeling of vainglory, 
but rather a deep and abiding realiza- 
tion of all which life has offered us; a 
respon- 


government a mighty people can thrive 
best, alike as regards the things of 
the body and the things of the soul. 

Much has been given to us, and 
much will rightfully be expected from 
us. We have duties to others and du- 
ties to ourselves—and we can shirk 
neither. We have become a great na- 
tion, foreed by the fact of its great- 
ness into relations with other nations 
of the earth; and we must behave as be- 
seems a people with such responsibili- 
ties. Toward all other nations, large 
and small, our attitude must be one of 
cordial and sincere friendship. We 
must show not only in our words but 
in our deeds that we are earnestly de- 
sirous of securing their good will by 
acting toward them in a spirit of just 
and generous recognition of all their 
rights. 

But justice and generosity in a na- 
tion, as in an individual, count most 
when shown not by the weak but by 
the strong. While ever careful to re- 
frain from wronging others, we must 
be no less insistent that we are not 
wronged ourselves. We wish peace: 
but we wish the peace of justice, the 
peace of righteousness. We wish it be- 
cause we think it is right and not be- 
cause we are afraid. No weak natior 
that acts rightly and justly should ever 
have cause to fear us, and no strong 
power should ever be able to single us 
out as a subject for insolent aggres- 
sion. 

Our relations with the othe» powers 
of the world are important; but sti) 
more important are our relations 
among ourselves. Such growth in 
wealth, in population, and in power 4s 
this nation has seen during the century 
and a quarter of its national life is in- 
evitably accompanied by a like growth 
in the problems which are ever be- 
fore every nation that rises to great- 
ness. 

Power means both responsibility and 
danger. Our forefathers faced certain 
perils which we have outgrown. We 
now face other perils the very existence 
of which it was impossible that they 
should foresee. Modern life is both 
complex and intense, and the tre- 
mendous changes wrought by the ex- 
traordinary industrial development of 
the half century are felt in every fibre 
of our social and political being. 

Never before have men tried so vast 
and formidable an experiment as that 
of administering the affairs of a con- 
tinent under the forms of a democratic 
repubtic. 


The conditions which have} 


told for our marvelous material well | 


being, which have developed to a very 
high degree of our energy, self-reliance 
and individual initiative, also have 
brought the care and anxiety insepar- 
able from the accumulation of great 
wealth fn industrial centres. 

Upon the success of our experiment 
much depends; not only as regards our 
own welfare, but as regards the wei- 
fare of mankind.

EGGS AS FOOD. 


Why They Are Valuable as a Diet 
For the Sick. 

Eggs without doubt stand next to 
milk in available food material for the 
sick, as they are easily digested and ab- 
sorbed if raw or properly prepared. 
Physiological chemists tell us that 97 
per cent of the albumen and 94 per 
cent of the fat are absorbed into the 
blood stream. These same chemists 
tell us that eggs are a complete food 
for all young mammals, as they con- 
tain in correct proportion the tissue 
building material, in form of albumen

Yhe meagreness of information re 
garding the progress of the fighting 
and the contradictory character of Rus- 
sian and Japanese dispatches, together 
with the lack of essential topographical 
knowledge, renders itimpossible fortbe 
military critics of the London papers 
to form an accurate judgment, and, al- 
though their sympathies incline them 
to a belief in the continuance of Japan's 
successes, it is admitted that Russiar 
tenacity is making a fine fight and may 
prove equal to Japanese strategy, aud 
that the eventual! outcome Is largely a 
question of physical endurance. 

According to a usually well laformed 
Japanese correspondent of The Morn- 
ing Post, the rumor that Japan's new 
fifth army is going to invest Vladivo- 
stok is quite improbable. The corre- 
spondent alleges that a large portion 
of this army is engaged in the battle 
now in progress under General Kama- 
mura, to whom has been entrusted the 
developments of Field Marshal 
Oyama’'s plans to the northwest of 
Mukden, and that this development 
may prove as astonishing to the Rus- 
zians as were General Nogi’s opera- 
tions on the northwest. 

The correspondent contends that nu- 
merical superiority now is with the 
Japanese, who have at Jeast 500,000 
men engaged, reinforcements having 
left Japan coutinuously of late in or- 
der that the intended operations should 
not fail for the lack of sufficient men. 

From Tokio, Shanghai and other 
points the papers here publish rumors 
that the Japanese have already seized 
the railway and that Kuropatkin’s re- 
treat has been cut off and that he is 
in a perilous position, none of which, 
however, is confirmed.

Marks Its Inauguration 


MANY PASSENGERS HURT. 


Million or So of New Yorkers 
Put to Great Inconvenience-- 
Mayor Offers His Services In) 
an Effort to Settle the Trouble 


New York, March 8.—Reports this 
morning show that traffic on the Sec- 
ond and Ninth avenue elevated roads | 
was at a complete standstill because 
of the strike instituted yesterday 
against the Interborough Rapid Transit 
company. In the subway and on the 
Third avenue elevated and on the Sixth 
avenue elevated trains were running 
irregularly. ‘They managed, however, 
to get the late up-town passengers to 


There has been little violence, ai- 
though rumors were rife of disturbances 
on all Ines. It was said that two men 
bad been killed on the Third avenue 
elevated owing to a disturbance, but 
this proved untrue. There were small 
disturbances and a few fights among 
those gathered at the stations, all due 
to arguments over the strike situation. 

Wit# one collision in which 25 per- 
sons were injured but none killed, aud 
some minor casualties due to the ab- 
normal conditions, the sum total of the 
day was annoyance and vexation to a 
million or more people usually de- 
pendent upon the Interborough com- 
pany’s lines for transportation to and 


i 


The annoyance to the multitude was 
increased by a wet snow which begaa 
falling in the afternoon. Service on 
the elevated roads and subway, while 
not tied up, was badly crippled. Trains 
Were run on irregular schedules in the 
underground beginning with the early 
morning, but the elevated lines did not 
fare so well. 

The accident at Twenty-Third street 
was a rear-end collision, due, it is said’, 
to the inexperience of the men on the 
trains. Two cars had their ends 
smashed in, there was a panic among 
scores of passengers and of the in- 
jured many were so severely hurt that 
they had to be sent to the hospita’s. 
Traffic was delayed for over two hours, 
from 5 o'clock until after 7. 


A five-car local train was in charge 
of Motorman Miner of Louisville and 
Conductor Beyer, both new men. The 
train was crowded when ft reached 
Twenty-Third street. The last car of 
the train was one of the new steel cars 
and the car ahead of it was of the 
wooden type, with copper sheathing. 
Samuel T. Bradford, a strike-breaker, 
was the guard between these two cars. 
The front platform of the last car and 
the rear platform of the car ahea’ 
were so crowded that Bradford had 
difficulty in operating the sliding doors. 

The train had just drawn into the 
Twenty-Third street station and some 
of the passengers were about to alight 
when there was acrash, asa_ train 
which had left the bridge only 30 sec- 
onds after the first train, dashed into 
it. The steel car on the first train was 
forced into the rear of the car just 
ahead. All of the lights of the first 
train went out and a moment later were 
heard the cries of the injured and panie- 
stricken passengers. Those who were 
standing in the two rear cars of the 
first train and in the first cars of the 
second train were thrown to the floor. 

The passengers standing on the plat- 
forms of the last two cars of the first 
train were caught as in a vise. It 
was here that all of those who were 
hurt received their injuries, Police- 
men and firemen were summoned to 
chop the cars apart and rescue the in.- 
prisoned, It was 15 minutes before 
the first of the victims was released. 

The firemen worked for over an hour 
before they were able to cut the last 
of the injured passengerswout of the 
car. Five ambulances responded toa 
the call for aid and several physicians 
were also called. About halt an hour 
after the accident, while the firemen 
were still working at the wrecked 
cars, and pedicemen, trainmen and 
others were scattered along the tracks, 
the current was turned on again and 
the train was liguted.

Mili Fire Causes $1,500,000 Loss 

Cedar Rapids, Ia., March &—The 
plant of tle American Cereal company, 
the largest of its kind in the world, 
comprising two entire blocks of brick 
and iron structures, was destroyed by 
fire last night, with the exception of 
a small group of cooper shops, storage 
and packing rooms.

RUSSIANS IN RETREAT 


All of Kuropatkin’s Ability Will 
Be Required to Extricate His 
Army From Its Present Pre- 
dicament--Troops Suffer From 
Ten Days’ Fighting, 
Which Time 80,000 Lives May

Have Been Lost 


London, March 8.—For 10 days the 
fapanese and Russian armies in Man- 
eburia have been engaged iu a mighty 
the jissue of which has not 
yet been reached. 

Although the most of the news from 
the scene of the battle comes througi 
Russian sources and consequently may 
be supposed to present the facts in as 
favorable a light as possible for the 
Russian arms, it is evident that the 
Jepanese made some gains yesterday. 

St. Petersburg has an unofficial re- 
port that General Kuropatkin’s centre 
hes been broken and that 13 siege 
guns have fallen into the hands of the 
Japanese. ‘These guns, which are of 
six and eight-inch calibre, were given 
permanent emplacements on the line 
of the railroad north of Shakhe sta- 
tion, the fact evidencing the confi- 
deuce of the Russians that the Japan- 
ese could not penetrate thither. 

In St. Petersburg it is generally be- 
Meved that Kuropatkin was yesterday 
fighting a rear guard action to cover 
his retreat, and that the right will 
have witnessed a large withdrawai 
of troops toward Tie pass. All of the 
commander-in-chief's ability, it is con- 
sidered, will be required to extricate 
bis army from its present predicament 

The issue, it is expected, will be de 
cided today, and much unquestionably 
depends upon the comparative ability 
of the opposing armies to resist the ef- 
fects of hunger and fatigue, the limit 
of human endurance having, evidentiy, 
been nearly reached on both sides. Be- 
yond the statement that the casualties 
exceed those of the battle of Liaoyang 
there is little known as to the number 
killed or wounded.

Kuropatkin fought desperately ail 
day yesterday to cover his retreat, but 
Mukden wired late last night that fir- 
ing was plainly audible far to the norih- 
ward, indicating the presence of a 
formidable Japanese body, which mas 
be enabled to prevent Kuropatkin reach- 
{ng his final base at Tie pass. It is 
feared that encirclement has been cow- 
plete, and tidings of Oyama’s triumph 
are hourly expected. The issue will be 
known with exactness, it is expected. 
today. 

The soldiers of both armies are near- 
ly exhausted, prisoners in both camps 
being ravenous, eagerly devouring 
food. ‘They say that hunger stalks iv 
many 4ivisions. While the outposts 
have been enduring awful privations 
however, the main body of the Japan- 
ese has been supplied by trains from 
Sinmingti ; 

Great depression was expressed at 
St. Petersburg at the report from Kuro- 
patkin that the Japanese had captured 
many of his six and eight-inch guns, 
well mounted on commanding emplace- 
ments, and were being used against 
their former owners with dread havoc 
Great gallantry is reported. Kuropat- 
kin's entire centre is reported to be de- 
moralized, while his left and right are 
no longer capable of exact maneuver- 
ing. The Russian military spirit Is 
well-nigh shattered and pessimism 13 
general. 

Mukden is felt to be a second Liao- 
yang, and the death list is reported to 
be appalling, the 10 days’ fighting hav 
ing cest, according to careful esti- 
mates, more than 80,000 lives, thus 
placing the present battle at the heal 
of the world’s most famous battles as 
regards casualties. 

General Kuropatkin’s critics among 
military men are increasing in num- 
ber, the burden of complaint being 
that in every action he has shown a 
lack of initiative. With defeat now, 
whether disastrous or otherwise, they 
aeclare his star will set. On the other 
hand, it is believed that Field Mur- 
shal Oyama’s daring strategy, if suc- 
cessful in this battle, will entitle him 
to rank as one of the greatest war cap- 
tains of the age. 

Politically, the result may determine 
the question of continued prosecution 
ofthe war. An overwhelming disaster, 
tt is believed, will surely bring Russia 
to terms. 

General Kuropatkin is said to have 
gone to Fushan, after holding a coun- 
cil of war of 100 officers. His left 
guard, consisting of 20,000 picked 
troops, is retiring. 


St Petersburg Scents Defeat 

St. Petersburg, March 8.—That -th? 
battle of Mukden will go down in his- 
tory with Liaoyang in the long list of 
Russian defeats is the almost universa: 
belief in pessimistic St. Petersburg, 
which has forgotten the meaning of the 
word victery. The war office does not 
admit that the issue of the great battle, 
which already exceeds in magnitude of 
operations and losses that of Shakhe, 
has been decided, although it is pos:- 
tively stated in high quarters that 
General Kurepatkin has telegraphed 
to the czar that it will be impossible 
to bold Mukden and that the with- 
Grawa! sf the army northward has ai- 
teady been begun. 
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NO-LICENSE GAINS 


Anti-Saloon League’s Campaign 
Bears Fruit In Vermont 

Burlington, Vt., March §8—At the 
March elections throucheut Vermont 
interest again centred i. the question 
of permitting the sale of intoxicating 
liquors under the local 
adopted three years ago. 

The Anti-Saloon league waged a 
vigorous campaign in all the cities and 
also in those towns which last year 
favored license or which pppeared to be 
wavering on the question. 

In the six cities of the state the con- 
test on this question resulted in a draw. 
Barre turned from license to no license, 
the majority in favor of liquor selling 
in Burlington was reduced s0 ma- 
terially as to give hope for ultimate suc- 
cess for the league next year, while in 
Montpelier the license majority was 
also cut down. 

On the other hand, Rutland changed 
from a no-license city to one in which 
liquor will be sold the coming year, 
and the majorities in favor of license 
in St. Albans and Vergennes were in- 
creased. 

Of the mayoralty contests that in Rut- 
land was the feature, J. F. Manning, 
the president of a local marble com- 
pany, defeating J. F. Carder, one of his 
own cutters and the preseut mayor. 
In Burlington, Barre and Montpelier 
the present mayors were re-elected. 

The no license advocates had much 
better success in the town elections 
throughout the state than in the cities 
and in the coming year only 31 will 
have licenses. Last year the number 
of license towns was 41, and the year 
before the rumber was atill larger.

Generai Miles’ Hope 

Taunton, Mass., March 8.—Geuneral 
Miles was the chief guest and speaker 
at the annual banquet of the Taunton 
Board of Trade last night. He de- 
plored the condition of affairs in the 
far east, where, he said, nearly a mil- 
lion young \nen were struggling for an 
aim in which they were not interested, 
but were following the dictates of two 
haughty monarchs. He expressed the 
hope that this war might be the last 
one and that there would be a congress 
of the nations to settle all future dis- 
putes. 


Clergy Interested In Politics 

Providence, March 8.—The Episcopal 
clergy of the Rhode Island diocese met 
in the Grace church vestry here and 
passed resolutions concerning the al- 
leged existence of corruption and 
bribery in this state. The resolutions 
say that “in view of the admitted ex- 
istence of corruption in the body 
politic, we believe that the time is ripe 
for the wide and thorough banding to- 
gether of men of public spirit for ac- 
tion.” 


Veteran Meets Death by Fire 

Waterford, Vt... March 8.—George 
Williams, a veteran of the Civil war, 
Was burned to death in a fire that de- 
stroyed his home here. Williams lived 
alone, and there were no cther persons 
about the house when the fire started. 
It is believed that Williams lighted the 
kitchen fire with kerosene oil, and 
that an explosion resulted. 


Murder Charge Preferred 

Plymouth, Mass., March 8.—Enii) 
Sauri, charged with assault upon Kari 
Halien, was brought into court here 
and arraigned on a charge of murder, 
Halien having died. An autopsy re- 
vealed that death was due to a fracture 
of the skull, caused by a blow from 
an axe. Sauri was held for a_ pre- 
liminary hearing. 


Hustling on Peary’s Boat 

Bucksport, Me., March 8.—It is an- 
nounced by the builders of Commander 
Peary’s Arctic exploration steamer 
that the vessel will be launched on 
March 23 from their yard here. A 
large crew are working extra hours by 
electric light to get her ready. 


Oyster Drecgers at Work 

Warren, R. 1.. March 8—For the 
first time since the commencement of 
the ice embargo over six weeks ago. 
oyster dredgers are about as usual in 
the Warren and Kikimutt rivers, all the 
Ice having gone out. Practically al! 
the beds are bare of ice. 


No Scarcity of Fish 

Boston, March 8.—Not for years has 
such an enormous quantity of fresb 
fish reached this city as has been landed 
during the past 48 hours. Twenty-one 
more vessels all brought in very heavy 
fares and raised the total for two days 
to 3,013,200 pounds. 


Three Months on Three Days’ Trip 

Fall River, Mass., March 8.—Schoon- 
er William R. Huston, from Philade!- 
phia, reports that she was three 
months in making the trip which, un- 
der ordinary conditions, consumes 
three or four days. Heavy ice was the 
cause of the delay.

Washington, March 8.—Without de- | 
termining any question of policy in re- | 
gard to the Santo Domingo treaty, the |

ecutive session. This was the senti 

ment of the foreign relations commuit- 
tee as well as the senate and in two 
sessions of the committee the proceed- | 
ings were with a view to reporting the | 
treaty today if possible. 

The amendments offered in the com- 
mittee were confined to a reduction of 
an alleged surplusage of words. They 
were offered verbally and taken down | 
by a stenographer. ‘They are to be 
printed and considered when the con- | 
mittee meets today. By a tacit under- 
standing the policy involved in the} 
treaty was not taken up by the com-} 
mittee and it was understood that the | 
action in submitting amendments in} 
this manner did not commit any senator | 
to the support of the treaty. The pro- | 
gram was merely to facilitate action | 
and remove all chances of its being 
made a party question in the committee. | 

The prompt action of the foreign re- | 
lations committee undoubtedly will rc- 
sult in a much earlier decision in the 
senate. Nearly every senator who dis- 
cussed the treaty expressed a desire , 
that the measure be kept from becom- 
ing a party question. | 

To prevent this, Senator Bacon of-| 
fered to withdraw his resolution cor- 
cerning the protocol of an agreement 
entered into by the United States 
in January, 1903, in reference to the 
Santo Domingo Improvement company 
scheme and modify it. When he again 
offers it the resolution will be general 
in character and ask that the foreign 
relations committee inquire and report 
whether the executive has the authority 
to make an agreement by which the 
United States takes charge of the cus- 
toms of another country.

Taken from ee Company---| New Palatial Steamer to be open Delightful Entertainment by Deni- 


Lesson to Steel Trust. 


Acting Secretary of the Navy Darling 
has transmitted to the House reports 
from the various bureaus of the depart- 
ment relative to the delivery of material 
to the battleship Connecticut, being 
constructed in the New York Navy 
Yard in competition with the Louisiana, 
being builtin a private yard, says a 
Washington dispatch to the New York 
Times. 

The information is in response to a 
resolution of the House introduced by 
Representative Fitzgerald, (N. Y.) 
His inquiry was caused by a complaint 
made by the Central Federated Union 
of New York in March, 1903. 

This complaint distinctly charged 
tbat armor plate intended for the Con- 
necticut was being delayed in order 
to make it appear that the building of 
battleships could not be done as expe- 
ditiously in Government yards as in 
private yards. 

The reply from the Bureau of Ord- 
nance refers to a letter complaining of 
the delivery of armor for the Connecti- 
cut from the Naval Constructor at New 
York, Sept. 1, 1904. The complaint 
states: ‘‘It is evident that up to Aug. 
27th the delivery of armor for the 
Louisiana was three times as great as 
that for the Connecticut.’’ 

It is stated in the correspondence 
that the Carnegie Company did cause 
some delay onthe Connecticut. In fact, 
the story shows that when the Carnegie 
Works got so much bebind, the depart- 
ment took the contract from them and 
turned it over to the Bethlehem Works. 
This action involved 2,161 tons. This 
occurred the latter part of last July,and 
since that time there has been no 
further occasion for complaint. 

Naval Constructor Baxter, who has 
charge of the work on the Connecticut, 
states in his letter that the delivery of 
armor for the eight and ten inch bar- 
bettes was so slow that considerable 
delay occurred, and after the deliveries 
were made the armor could not be 
installed as expeditiously as it could 
have been had it been delivered on 
time. 

jef Constructor Capps, reviewing 
ictor Baxter’s letter, says that

e Bethlehem works, the armor 
ynnecticut was forwarded so 

promptly tbat as a matter of fact the 
Counecticut really enjoyed a preference 
over all other ships under construction. 

Mr. Capps also states that the con- 
tractors for the Louisiana made a com- 
plaint that there were serious delays in 
the delivery of nickel steel armor for 
the protective decks of that ship. 

The correspondence shows that there 
have been serious delays in the deliveries 
of armor aad that on the whole these de- 
lays have been greater probably on 
material intended for the Connecticut 
than for the Louisiana. The Navy De- 
partment is of the opinion, however- 
that there is little ground for the state 
ment that the armor plate makers pur- 
posely held back deliveries for the Con- 
necticut so that the Louisiana could be 
finished sooner. 


Jury Reform Needed. 

A Boston paper reports that out of 
avenire of six sent out for the criminal 
term of the Middlesex court, Assistant 
Clerk of Courts Jobn L. Ambrose has 
been able to secure only two jurors from 
Cambridge. The officer who was sent 
to serve summonses reported that one 
had not been at the address given for 
over @ year, another had died last 
September, while anotber could be 
found in Canada, and anyway he could 
not speak English 

The clerk was no more successful in 
securing civil jurors. The return on 
the back of one summons reads: ‘‘ David 
H. Sallivan, superintending prize fight 
in California.’’

The Blacksmiths’ Bill is Now Being

The committees representing the 
Granite Manufacturers’ Association and 
the Granite Cutters’ Union, who have 
been hard at work for the past few days 
on the bill of prices and agreement, 
completed their labors Wednesday after- 
noon, All matters between them have 
been peacefully adjusted, and nothing 
now remains to be done but to be ap- 
proved by the Cutters’ Union. 

This will probably be done at a meet- 
ing of the union some day this week, 
possibly today.

Ifa 
firm employs but three journeymen out- 
side of members of the firm he may put 
on three appentices, but no more up to 
thirteen men. Over a gang of thirteen 
men one apprentice is allowed for every 
four journeymen.

All trains throughout the day car- 
ried three policemen, one guarding the 
motorman, another in the centre of the 
train, while the third stood upon the 
rear platform. 

A green motorman’s nervousness 
was responsible for an accident which 
interrupted traffic on the Third avenue 
elevated road for a short time during 
the afternoon and narrowly escaped be- 
ing attended by fatal results. A south- 
bound train on the Westchester branch 
had just swung onto the main track 
at 149th street at a rate of speed that 
almost derailed it at the switch. When 
the motorman caught sight of the rear 
of a train ahead, he clapped on the 
emergency brakes and began to back 
almost as rapidly as he had gone ahead. 

The shock of the sudden stoppage 
hurled all the passengers forward in 
heaps and a minute later they were all 
jerked in opposite directions when the 
train brought up against the switch, 
which had been reset after the passage 
of the train. The rear car was de- 
railed and thrown on its side across 
the track and a panic ensued amone 
the passengers, all of whom, however, 
escaped unhurt and walked along the 
tracks to the nearest station. 

In a rear-end collision at the terminal 
of the West Farms elevated branch of 
the subway last night, 50 policemen, 
sitting eating in two cars used as a 
waiting room, narrowly eseaped being 
precipitated to the roadway 50 feet be- 
low. All of the glass in the cars was 
smashed to pieces, and six policemen 
were injured.

| proposed by the Dominican convent 
The committee progressed so far tha 
it was agreed to take a vote on th 
treaty this afternoon to dete 
whether the report will be in favor of 
| ratification or rejection. What that re 
port will be cannot be determined posi 
tively, although it is believed it will 
} be favorable. 

The Democrats on 
have expressed thems¢ 
the treaty fundam although 
they took an active partin the pre- 
sentation and adoption of amendments. 
All of the amendments adopted by the 
committee are with a general zim of 
making the question covercd stand 
alone and of removing all of it 
being used as a precedent for like pro- 
cedure in other countries under guise 
of being required by the Monroe doc- 
trine. 

For instance, one of the first amend- 
ments strikes out that portion of the 
second paragraph of the preamble 
which has bee® construed as a defini- 
tion and application of the Monroe doc- 
trine to the Santo Domingo case. That 
part of the preamble which declares 
that the Dominican government is in 
“imminent peril and urgent menace of 
intervention on the part of nations 
whose citizens have claims” is stricken 
out, aud tNe preamble left to read that 
the proceeding is on the ground of 
having debts “which burden the re- 
public.” 

In the first article, which describes 
the character of the claims this gov- 
ernment proposes to adjust, an amend- 
ment was adopted to include obligations 
“liquidated and agreed upon.” This 
amendment is for the purpose of giv- 
ing the present treaty application to 
the adjustments of the claims of the 
San Domingo Improvement company, 
the payment of which has already 
been entered on by the agreement un- 
der which the United States has taken 
charge of a number of custems houses 
under the protocol of Jan. 31. 1903. 

A provision placing the employes of 
the United States who will be charged 
with carrying out the provisions of the 
treaty under the Dominican govern- 
ment was amended so as to declare that 
such employes shall not be subject to 
the civil and criminal jurisdiction of 
that republic.

A new article was added which pro- 
vides that whatever is done under the 
treaty shall be binding on succeeding 
governments in the Dominican repub- 
lic.

The probability of the treaty being 
brought up in the future as a precedent 
was discussed freely in the committee 
and it was predicted that the procedure 
was a forerunner of what may be ex- 
pected to take placein regard to Vene- 
zuela. It was declared, too, that this 
government may have to take over the | 
Santo Domingo country as territory of 
the United States. In that connection 
an amendment will be offered in the 
senate striking out that part of the 
preamble whereby the United States 
agrees to respect the complete integrity 
of the Dominican republic. ‘This 
amendment was Suggested in the com- 
mittee, but was regarded as against 
the policy of the government and this 
it is believed, will be the judgment of 
the senate. At the same time it wus 
pointed out that Santo Domingo lies 
between the United States and Porto 
Rico, and that the government as now 
constituted is a bad neighbor.

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REVERSE TO 
RUSSIAN ARMS 


Kuropatkin’s Army Is Once 


More on the Run 


A RETREAT NORTHWARD 


Japanese Thundering at Gates 
of Mukden, Which Russians 
Are Prepared to Evacuate-- 
Not Improbable That They 
Will Be Cut Off In the Race 
For Tie Pass--Threatened on 
Both Fianks, the Left Wing 
Being Entangled In Mountain- 
ous Region--Japanese Utterly 
Reckless to Sacrifices--Enor- 
mous Losses on Both Sides 


The battle 
of Mukden has resulted in a Russian 


St. Petersburg, March 9.— 


defeat. Field Marshal Oyama has once 
more proved himself one of the great- 
est masters of offensive strategy since 
Napoleon, while General Kuropatkin is 
now engaged in endeavoring to defend 


his title as a master of successful re- 
treats and bring off his army, with its 
immense train, safely to ‘Tie pass. 
where a position was long ago prepared 
with this contingency in view. 

The problem before the Russian com- 
mander-in-chief is much more difficult 
than the one he met successfully at 
Liaoyang, since now he is threatened! 
on both flanks, his left wing being en 
tangled in a mountainous region far 
from the railroad. 

;@eneral Kuropatkin yesterday aban- 
doned positions south and southwest 
of Mukden, burning such of bis sup- 
plies as he could not carry with him. 
The Japanese artillery is thundering 
at the very gates of Mukden, which po- 
sition the Russians still hold, but which 
they are admittedly prepared to evacu- 
ate, changing their base to Tie pass, 
which is 40 miles north of Mukden. So 
far as the retreat has progressed it bas 
been orderly. 

What the Japanese may have in store 
for the defeated army on its retire- 
ment northward remains to be dis- 
closed. There are reports that General

The retirement unquestionably cost 
the Russians dear in the matter of sup- 
plies and heavy guns. Neither com- 
manders nor correspondents have yet 
ventured to estimate the number killed 
er wounded in the 11 days of fighting. 
The Russian casualties in the fighting 
Tuesday on the left flank are admitted 
to have been fully 7000. 

Only to the initiated is the news of 
the. reverse positively known at this 
time. Emperor Nicholas and high 
military officers were of course in- 
formed by Kuropatkin’s telegram of 
Tuesday, stating tersely that Mukden 
must be abandoned, and they received 
Getails of the beginning of the with- 
drawal as they appeared in excised por- 
tious of the official dispatches given out 
yesterday. 

Last evening a newspaper contained 
a vague report of doubtful origin. 
credited to Chinese sources, but the 
first positive statement was derived 
from a press dispatch from General 
Kuroki’s headquarters, the contents of 
which was quickly telegraphed to 
many Liberals from friends abroad. 
The report was not printed in this 
morning’s papers, the government, true 
to its policy of breaking bad news 
gently, only preparing the way by au- 
thorizing the publication of a number 
ef premonitory telegrams. The news. 
however, is only what was expected, 
ultimate retirement having been dis- 
counted from the moment Oyama in- 
augurated his brilliant meve west- 
ward. 

It is known by the press that Kuro- 
patkin contemplated retiring before 
the beginning of the battle, and that 
he had hoped to accomplish it without 
serious combat. The Japanese, how- 
ever, forced him to accept battle. The 
double turning movement compelled 
him to send the major part of his re- 
serves to the fighting line, rendering au 
effective counter stroke out of the ques- 
tion, and the decision to retire was imn- 
mediately taken on March 6. With- 
drawal was actually begun during the 
night. 

The great question now, and the one 
ever which the general staff burned its 
lights late into the night, is whether 
Field Marshal Oyama has entangled 
the Russians in his strategic net suf- 
ficiently to prevent a successful re- 
treat to Tie pass. General Rennen- 
kampff’s force, to the eastward, ad- 
mittedly is in great danger of being 
cut off, and a considerable force of Jap- 
anese appears to be operating on the 
Russian right well toward Tie pass. 
If the Japanese succeed in reaching 
the railroad and interrupting traffic. if 
only for a few hours, it may have the 
greatest consequences for Kuropatkin, 
who is now engaged in a literal race 
with the Japanese to reach a naturally 
defensible position 40 miles northward. 
Thus far he has stood off all attacks | 
directly against the flanks of his army, 
and holds the way of retreat open. He 
undoubtedly was forced to abandon a 
number of siege guns in bis Shakhe po 
aitions. 
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All reports indicate that the Japaness 
were utterly reckless of sacrifices, 
making attack after attack against ma- 
chine guns and infantry fire which 
literally mowed down the advancing 
columns, making human fiesh so cheap 
that the survivors could bastion them- 
selves behind piles of corpses. 

After this action Kuropatkin’s depo- 
gition may be regarded as certain. A 
strong faction of the army, those high 
in influence bout the czar, opposed 
Kuropatkin from the first, and thougi 
his early defeats were condoned be- 
cause it was realized that Kuropatkina 
was doing all that man could do with 
the tools at his command, it is now felt 
that after twice having had the oppor- 
tunity to show what he could do witha 
powerful army, and having failed to 
accomplish victory either time, his re- 
moval is advisable. <A high military 
official said last night that the em- 
peror had had enough of a_ general 
whose interpretation of victory was a 
successful retreat. 


Where Knropatkin Is “Lame” 

St. Petersburg, March 9.—A genera! 
who has just returned from the front 
says that General Kuropatkin’s faults 
as commander-in-chief are due to his 
bureaucratic training and his desire to 
keep all the reins in hisown hands. In- 
stead of relying on the judgment of the 
army commanders to carry out his 
general orders, he made of them 
simply orderligs for the transmission 
of specific orders to individual units 
and kept constantly before him a map 
showing the location not only of the 
corps, but of the brigades and regi- 
ments, agd unde artook to control the 
movement of every unit. “The genius 
of Napoleon,” the general referred to 
added, “could not accomplish the task 
Kuropatkin set himself.” 


Russia May Desire Peace 

London, March 9.—No_ confirmation 
has reached London of the report that 
Vice Admiral Rojestvensky'’s squad- 
ron is returning from Madaguscar to 
Jibutil. Should the report concerning 
tojestvensky be confirmed, it will be 
regarded here as a strong indication of 
Russia’s desire to arrange terms of 
peace with Japan. 


Russia Orders Shrapne! Shel's 

London, March 9.—The Times’ Paris 
correspondent telegraphs that the Rus- 
sian government has placed an order 
with a French firm for $0,000 three- 
incu shrapnel shells. 


President Entertains Cowboys 

Washington, March 9.—Captain Bui- 
lock and his company of cowboys, 
whose picturesque appearance was a 
feature of the inauguration day parade, 
were given a reception last night by 
President Roosevelt. They remained 
at the White House for an hour having 
an informal chat and a smoke with the 
president. Tne reception was the out- 
come of the presentation ae the cow- 
boys to Theodore Roosevelt, Jr., of one 
of the ponies they brought EAS them. 
With the pony also went a complete 
outfit. 


Anarchy In the Caucasus 

London, March 9.—Anarchy and 
open defiance of the authorities, accord- 
ing to The Daily Mail's correspondent 
at Batoum, is spreading in the western 
Caucasus. The situation is so serious 
that an expeditionary foree has been 
mobilized to enter the disaffected dis- 
tricts of Georgia. The Georgians 
threaten that the first shot will be the 
signal of a revolution. Foreigners ere 
threatened with death if they act in op- 
position to the revolutionary comniit- 
tee. 


Loss of Horns Caused Suicide 

Lexington, Ky., March 9.—Macajah 
Brook, 80 gears old, blew out his brain: 
because the trustees of the Baptis™ 
church at East Hickman had notitied 
him that he would have to surrender the 
parsonage building to a new minister 
Brook had been living in the parsor- 
age for a number of years. 


Presidential Plum For Democrat 

Washington, March 9.—It is stated 
that President Roosevelt has tendered 
the office of United States district at- 
torney for the northern district of 
Georgia to former Representative Tate 
of Georgia. Tate is a Democrat. The 
office is now held by E. A. Angier, Re- 
publican. 


Spanish Coat of Arms Preferred 

San Juan, P. R., March 9.—The legis- 
lature has adopted the coat of arms 
used under the Spanish regime, replac- 
ing the one adopted by the first legis- 
lature under American civil govern- 
ment. The bill failed in the executive 
council, but was reconsidered and 
passed.

Cleveland, March 9.—The case of the 
government against Mrs.

The mest important point made by 
the state in its entire case was gained 
When District Attorney Sullivan — se- 
cured the admission as evidence of two 
drafts, aggregating $80,000, issued by 
the Oberlin bank in favor of Mrs. 
Chadwick, Aug. 24, 1993. On this same 
date Mrs. Chadwick obtained from 


the bank a certified check for $12,500 


and Receiver Lyon testified that there 
was nothing on the hooks of the bank 
to show that, at the time of receiving 
the drafts and the cheeks, Mrs. Chad- 
wick had a cent of money in the bank 
or was in any way entitled to credit. 
The drafts were entered on the books 
of the bank one month and five days 
aftcr being issued. During this time 
the books of the Oberlin bank showed 
that the moncy was held to its credit at 
the Importers and Traders’ National 
bank in New York, waile it wus, in 
reality, in the possession of Mrs. Chad- 
wick. 

The defense objected to the introduc- 
tion of the drafts as evidence, on the 
ground that they were not mentioned in 
the indictment for conspiracy of 
which Mrs, Chadwick is being tried. 
The district attorney contended that 
the drafts and the check were part of 
the conspiracy between Beckwith. 
Spear and Mrs. Chadwick, and related 
to the same transaction. The decision 
of Judge Tayler was in favor of the 
government, and the drafts were ad- 
mitted. 


Colorado’s Gubernatorial! Muddiel] 


Denver, March 9.—Proceedings iu 
the joint convention of the general as- 
sembly indicate a deadlock in the 
gubernatorial contest. Twenty-two Re- 
publicans have joined forces with the 
Democrats on a test vote, and these 
Republicans have agreed to stand to- 
gether in fayor of seating Lieutenant 
Governor McDonald as_ governor. 
There are 44 other Republicans that 
can be depended on to vote for Pea- 
body, the contestor. This is five less 
than a majority. The Democratic vote 
of 31 will be cast solidly for Governor 
Adams. 


Overcharges Run Rather High 

Topeka, March 9.—During the year 
ending June 30, 1904, the Atchison, To- 
peka and Santa Fe Railroad company 
paid back to shippers $1,198,352 as over- 
charges. This fact was developed in 
the examination before the attorney 
general, who is taking depositions in 
the case he has instituted to ascertain 
whether or not the Santa Fe is violat- 
ing the anti-trust law of Kansas. It 
will be the aim of the state to show 
that these overcharges are in reality 
rebates to the Standard Oil company 
and other big corporations. 


Tried to Poison Fami'y 

Lynchburg, Va., March 9.—Mrs. Sal- 
lie M. Hanna, who administered poison 
to a family of six persons, because the 
family had given shelter to the hus- 
band of the prisoner, from whom she 
had run away, waived trial by jury and 
threw herself on the mercy of the court.

But when they came nearer 
we found they were not Japs, but Fil- 
ipinos and Porto Ricans. The little 
brown men of whom one has heard so 
much in the fighting in the jungles of 
the far Philippines, in uniform dis- 
tinctive from that worn by Uncle Sam’s 
regulars, had the appearance to belong 
elsewhere. They looked very much like 
the Mikado’s infantry and after their 
training they look every one of their 
few inches, efficient soldiers. 

One thing that I took notice of was, 
that out of the many bands present, not 
one of them played ‘‘Marchiog through 
Georgia."’ 

The crowd on the President’s stand, 
however, stood up amd took off their 
hats when ‘‘America’’ was played by 
the Burgess band of Albany.

The defense made a determined ef- 
fort yesterday to have the case taken 
from the jury, and a verdict of acqult- 
tal rendered by the court. After argu- 
ments lasting through the greater part 
of the day Judge Tayler, just prior to 
the afteruoon adjournment, overruled 
the motion. The defense also attacked 
two counts of the indictment, and asked 
that certain parts of the testimony of- 
fered by the government be stricken 
out. 

An admission from the judge that he 
did not regard the two counts as “good” 
was the extent of the satisfaction se- 
cured by the defense. The acquittal 
of the defendant was asked on the 
ground that the Indictment charged 
her with conspiring to commit an of- 
fense against the United States, in that 
she conspired with Beckwith and Spear 
to certify, illegally, checks of the Obcr- 
lin bank. 

It was claimed by the attorneys for 
the defense that Mrs. Chadwick, not 
being an oflicer of the bank, could not 
certify checks, and that she could not 
be charged under the law with con- 
spiring to commit an offense In con- 
junction with others, which she had not 
the power to commit alone. 

“Now let me get at this,” said Judge 
Tayler. “Suppose a married woman 
conspired with a married man to marry 
that man to another woman, thus con- 
tracting a bigamous marriage. It is 
impossible for the woman conspiring 
to marry the other woman. Do you 
therefore claim that she could not be 
punished for conspiracy to commit big- 
amy, because it was Impossible for her, 
in that particular case, to commit 
bigamy herself?’ 

“That is exactly my contention,” re- 
plied Judge Wing, counsel for Mrs. 
Chadwick. 

Mrs. Chadwick's counsel also asked 
that the letters submitted Wednesday, 
in which Mrs. Chadwick sought to make 
arrangements for the certification of 
checks, when she had no money in the 
bank, and as a result of which one 
check was certified several! days before 
it was signed by Mrs. Chadwick, he 
taken from the testimony. It was 
argued that, although Mrs. Chadwick 
had written them, there was no evi- 
dence in the case to show that she had 
ever mailed them; nothing to show that 
they had been received by Beckwith 
or Spear, or had influenced them in any 
way. 

Judge Tayler in deciding the motion, 
asking the removal of the case from 
the jury, declared that under a decision 
of the court of appeals, in a somewhat 
similar case, the motion was therefore 
overruled. The letters, Judge Tayler 
said, were competent evidence. Thera 
was nothing in the case to show that 
they had ever been received by Spear 
or Beckwith, but they were, however, 
statements made by the prisoner and 
he would allow them to remain, declar- 
ing that he would in his charge in- 
struct the jury concerning them. It 
is probable that the case will be given 
to the jury this evening. If the argu- 
ments are not finished, however, the 
case will go over until Monday. 


School Suffered $150,000 Damage 

Philadelphia, March 10.—The new 
boys’ high school here, considered one 
of the finest structures of the Norman 
type in the country, and built and 
furnished at a cost of more than $i,- 
500,000, was damaged by fire and water 
to the extent of about $150,000.

Hartford, March 10.—Rev. Newman 
Smyth, D. D., informed the judiciary 
committee of the general assembly, 
which is considering a corrupt prac- 
tices bill, that, after careful investiga- 
tion, he had found that in the last cam- 
paign “money met money at the 
caucuses In considerably more than 100 
of the 168 towns of the state.” He fiz- 
ured that the total sum used might 
have reached $150,000, 


Murder Remains a Mystery 

Montpelier, Vt., March 10.—On rec- 
ommendation of Attorney General Fitts 
and State Attorney Jackson, Judge 
Munson ordered that the charge of mur- 
der against Charles Corey of Worces- 
ter be nolle prossed. Corey wascharged 
with having murdered Charles Me- 
Laen on the evening of March 12, 1904. 
Suspicion is now not directed toward 
anyone and the murder of McLaen re- 
mains a mystery. 


Piea of Seif Defense 

Bridgeport, Conn., March 10.—Paul 
H. Schmidt, aged 18, who is on trial, 
charged with the murder of William 
Taylor, went on the witness stand and 
gave a clear recital of the events of the 
day of the tragedy, declaring that he 
shot Taylor in self-defense during a 
quarrel for the possession of a gun 
which Taylor had taken from the house 
on the farm where both men were em- 
ployed. 


Long-Feilt Want Supplied 

Rutland, Vt., March 10—It is be 
lieved that the back of one of the se- 
verest winters experienced in Ver- 
mont in many years has been broken 
by the thaw of the past two days, which 
has opened the streams and put an end 
to the water famine. The mild condi- 
tions began with a warm rain and the 
melting snow swelled the brooks and 
rivers as not for months.

He or 
dered the men to report for duty, fall- 
ing which, expulsion from the organiza- 
tion is threatened. 
The executive committee of the joint 
bodies of the Amalgamated and th 
srotherhood of Locomotive Engineers 
after a meeting last night, issued a 
statement denying that Stone had or- 
dered the men to return to work and 
adding that the strikers would fight un 
til they won. President Pepper and 
Messrs. Jencks and Madden, the. is 
ter secretary of the engineers, supple 
mented the committee’s statement with 
attacks on Stone, declaring that the 
local unions were quite independent of 
the national union in this matter. 
W. D. Mahon, president of the Amai- 
gainated association, took practicaliy 
the same stand as Stone. The strike, 
he said, was declared against his ad- 
vice, for in addition to the demands 
for better conditions, the decument 
presented to the company contained the 
endorsement of the local division of en- 
gineers (motormen) which violated the 
agreement that organization had with 
the company.

Squantum heights, erected in 1895 by the 
Daughters of the Revolution, of Massachusetts, 
in memory of Captain Myles Standish and his 
men of Plymouth Colony, who landed here 
Sept. 30, 1621, guided by the indian Tiequnt | 
tum. 


ABIGAIL ADAMS CAIRN. 

Penns hill, erected June 17, 1896, by Adams 
Chapter, Daughters of the Revolution, to the 
memory of Abigail Adums, who with her son, 
John Quincy, trom the spot watched the smoke 
‘of battle at Bunker Hill.

of forestry determined that something 
should be done to eliminate so destruc- | 


tive a method of procuring naval! 
stores. 
Its three years of experiments to- | 


ward this end have demonstrated that | 
@ new system of turpentining which 
requires the use of earthen cups ard | 
metal gutters not only greatly con- 
serves the life of the timber tapped, 
but also gives an increased yield of 
resin and therefore a greater profit 
than is possible by boxing. 

The bureau of forestry feels that a 
still more conservative method of tur- 
pentining can be found which, consist- 
ent with a maximum yield of turpen- 


With this in 
view the bureau has begun an entirely 
new line of field experiments in order | 
to determine to what extent the wound | 
how made in tapping the trees can be 
lessened. 

Through the co-operation of a land 
a stand 
of about 40,000 pine trees in Clay 
county, Fla. with other facilities, | 
have, without cost to the government, | 
been placed at the disposal of the bu- | 
reau for experimental purposes.

New York, Marche11.—Although the 
local leaders are continuing the fight, 
despite the fact that the national lead- 
ers have repudiated their action in 
calling the men out, the strike on the 
subway and elevated system has passed 
the acute stage, and trains are-run with 
little delay.

Official information from the Rus- 
sian headquarters in the field, supple 
mented by dispatches from press corre- 
spondents with the army of the ezar, 
show that Kuropatkin, after suffering 
by far the most severe defeat of the 
war. has succeeded, as he did after the 
battle of Liaoyang, in extricating the 
re ints of his army from a position 
which military experts 24 hours before 
believed would result in its annihila- 
tion or surrender. The retreat from 
Lisoyrang has been considered the most 
masterly ever executed, but it is far 
overshadowed by this latest feat of the 
Russian general, who has taken per- 
sonal command of the troops. 

After fighting for nearly three weeks, 
Kuropatktm gathered what was left to- 
gether north of Mukden and is taking 
them towards Tie pass, through a rain 
of shrapnel, which is being thrown on 
them from both right and left. This he 


| seems to have been able to accomplish 


by resorting to the same tactics which 
saved his army at Liaoyang. 

As early as Tuesday iast he began 
sending his artillery north by rail and 
road, and Friday morning the retreut 


was ordered, strong forces protecting 
the rear and flanks. Even the hos- 
pitals, containing the more seriously

them those stern and hardy qualities 


which iu after life they will surely need. 
Some children will go wrong in spite 
of the best training; and some will go 
right even when their surroundings are 
most unfortunate; nevertheless an im- 
mense amount depends upon the family 
training. 

Teach boys and girls a‘ike that they 
are not to look forward tv lives spent 
in avoiding difficulties but to lives 
spent in overcoming difficulties. Teach 
them that work, for themselves and also 
for others, is not a curse but a blessing; 
seek to make them happy, to make them 
enjoy life, but seek also to make them 
face life with the steadfast resolution 
to wrest success from labor and adver- 
sity, and to do their whcle duty before 
God and to man. Surely she who can 
thus train her sons and ner daughters 
is thrice fortunate among women. 

There are many good people who are 
denied the supreme blessing of chil- 
dren, and for these we have the respect 
and sympathy always due to those who, 
from no fault of their own, arc denied 
any of the other great blessings of life. 
But the man or woman who deliber- 
ately forgoes these blessings merits 
contempt as hearty as any visited upon 
the soldier who runs away in battle, or 
upon the man who refuses tu work for 
the support of those dependent upon 
him, and who, though ab!ebodied, is 
yet content to eat in idleness the bread 
which others provide.

Diplomats Think He Considers | 


It Time For Peace | 


RESULT OF OYAMA'S BLOW | 


Japanese Would Consider Peace 
Proposals Direct From Rus- 
sian Government, but Assur- 
ances Must Be of Most Posi- | 
tive Character 


Washington, March 14.—When ‘ei 
zar calls his war council today he will 
be able to inform them that Japan will 
welcome peace on reasonable terms and | 
will promptly name her conditions pro- 
vided she receives trustworthy assur- 
ances that they will be seriously con- 
sidered. 

This the emperor has learned from 
friendly chancelleries in Europe, as 
well as the general terms acceptable to | 
Japan. These, it is said, include the | 
retention by Japan of Port Arthur, a | 
Japanese protectorate over Korea, and 
an indemnity. 

From a high official it is made known 
that Russia has recalled her second Pa 
cific squadron, 

An attache of a Russian embassy in } 
Europe is quoted as expressing the be- | 
Nef that Kuropatkin’s recent defeat | 
will force Russia to ask for peace. 


Briefly, these are reports current in | 
the diplomatic corps and asa_ result | 
of this important information official | 
Washington believes that Russia and | 
Japan are on the verge of peace. If it | 
be true that the second Pacific squad- | 
ron has been recalled, even the most 
optimistic of Russia’s friends admit | 
that this is a strong indication that | 
Oyama’s mighty blow has made for | 
peace. | 

Count Cassini, the Russian ambas- 
sador, is the notable exception in the 
group of foreign envoys bere. “How- | 
ever generous the terms which Japan | 
might offer,” the ambassador said, 
“Russian prestige is not among thew. | 
That is one thing for which the war | 
will be fought to the end. Victory for 
the Russian arms will alone make for | 
peace. If not at Tie pass, then at Hur- 
bin Russia will assemble another army | 
mightier than before and with that 
army she will settle the issue. It may 
be six months, a year, or perhaps two | 
years. Time will be no consideration.” | 

At the Japanese legation it is de- 
clared that St. Petersburg, and not To- 
kio, is the capital from which the world 
tuust hope for peace proposals. Mr. | 
Takahira, the Japanese minister, said | 
in the most emphatic manner that Jap- | 
an had not directly proposed peace. He | 
did not deny that neutral powers, | 
through their envoys, from time to time 
had sounded Japan as to the terms on 


which she would accept peace, but 
those, he said, necessarily changed 


with the progress of hostilities, the in- 
timation being that Russia could have 
obtained better terms after the fall of | 
Port Arthur than after the capture of 
Mukden, 

If the Japanese government were as- 
sured that peace proposals would be 
considered by Russia there fs authority 
for the statement that Japan would re- 
spoud immediately. But she will in- | 
sist that these assurances shall be of 
the most positive charatter. Jipans 
experience in the negotiations preved- 
ing the war, it is said, wi:l make her 
exceedingly cautious in the future. | 
She will insist that such assurances 
shall come from the Russian govern- | 
ment and not from this or that party, or | 
this or that friend of the czar. | 

Officials here expect that by today 
St. Petersburg will have fully compre- 
hended the extent of Oyama’s victory 
and then will make known its decision 
regarding the continuance of the war 
in the face of Mukden’s fall.

No boat that sails from New York is 
more thoroughly equipped for cruising 
than Robert E. Tod’s Thistle. From 
stem to stern, above decks and below, 
she is fitted with every modern appli- 
ance for long or short voyages. She is 
lighted below by acetylene gas supplied 
from a cylinder similar to that used for 
calcium lights. All the staterooms, the 
main saloon, which occupies the entire 
width of the yacht amidships; the 
chart room and the officers’ and crew's 
quarters are illuminated with this pow- 
erful light. 

Commodore Tod’s cabin, which is lo- 
eated aft, having a separate compan- 
fonway leading up to the wheel, is un- 
der the poop deck and extends the 
width of the vessel at that point. All | 
the furniture Is of highly polished oak, 
and among the articles in the main sa- 
loon fs a large piano, with an extensive | 
collection of popular music.

Her Hymns to be Sung and Ser- 
mons Preached Mar. 26. 


As March 24 is birthday of Faany 
Crosby, the blind hyma writer, whose 
hymns have been sung around the 
world, it is planned to observe Sunday, 
March 26 as ‘‘Fanny Crosby Day,’’ io 
many churches where her best bymus 
will be sung and pastors will preach 
upon the ‘‘Power of Religious Music.’’ 

The Transcript gives this sketch: 

Miss Crosby was bora in New York 
State, March 24, 1820, when six weeks 
old she was deprived uf ber eyesight 
through the negligence of the attending 
physician. In 1835 she ontered the New 
York Institute forthe Biind, graduating 
with highest honors in 1842, In 1847 
she returned to the institution as an in- 
structor of the higher lL ranches, and re- 
mained in that institution uatil her 
marriage in 1858 to Professor Alex M. 
Van Alystyne, a talented teacher of 
music, who was also blind. 

Io 1851 Miss Crosby anited with the 
Methodist church, and in 1844 published 
‘CA Blind Girl and Other Poems.’’ In 
1853 her Songs were first set to 
music by George F. Root, the well- 
known musical composer, the most 
popular being ‘‘ There’s Music in the 
jr.” Iu forty years she has composed 
ov€ér six thousand hymus. Many of 
these: are in the Moody and Sankey 
collection. Some of her best have been 
published under various nom de plumes. 

The most popular of herearlier hymas 
were, ‘‘Safe in the Arms of Jesus,”’ 
** Rescue the Perishing,’’ ‘* Hiding in 
Thee,’’ ‘Pass Me Not, O Gentle 
Saviour.’’ Her own favorite, ‘* Safe in 
the Arms of Jesus,’ was sung in West- 
minster Abbsy at the funeral of Lord 
Shaftsbury. She is accastomed to 
carrying a@ hyma in her mind until the 
whole is complete and then dictating to 
an amenuensis, ani a friend states that 
she has known her to carry forty hy mns 
ia her mind, in this manner. 

Of her later and most popular hymns 
she says: ‘‘ Blessed Assurance’’ was 
written under the inspiration of the 
thought that perfect peace was possible 
atall times. ‘‘ Saved by Grace’’ was 
written at Northtield, on the naws of 
the death of a friend. 

Miss Crosby says her talent for com- 
position is due to the effort of her old 
instructor, Hamiltea fucray, who used 
to oblige her to psraphrasa passages 
from .Addison, Cowper, Milton and 
Shakespeare. 

During her long life Miss Crosby has 
been intimately acquainted with Presi- 
dents Taylor and Van Buren, William 
H. Seward, General Wintield Scott and 
denry Clay. On the death of a son of 
Henry Clay, Miss Crosby wrote a hymn 
expressive of her sorrow, which greatly 
comforted the stricken parent. 

Miss Crosby says she has never ra- 
gretted she is blind, as it shuts her in 
with God. Notwithstanding published 
statements to the contrary she has never 
been in reduced circumstances, although 
only comfortably well off, whereas she 
might have been wealthy if she had not 
been so generous to the poor. 

She calls Bridgeport, Conn., her 
home, bat is in great demand as a 
speaker and of late has been speaking 
in Massachusetts. She has just com-} 
pleted her autobiography, which will 
be published next summer,

Sharpeners. 


All Men to Return to 
Work, 


Peace Now Expected in the Granite 
industry. 


The differences between the Granite 
Manufacturer’s Association and the 
various unions baye now all been 
settled, and the strike which has been 
in progress since the first of March is 
atanend. The new bill will be signed 
today and work will be resumed in the 
yards at once. 

The differences between the manus 
facturers and quarrymen and cutters 
was settled some days but there was a 
hitch with the blacksmiths. This was 
adjusted at a conference Wednesday 
evening. As the blacksmiths’ commit- 
tee had been given full power all that 
now remains is to sign the new bill. 

The main trouble with the blaek- 
smiths was over the apprentice clause. 
The union wanted it arranged so that 
in dull times when it was necessary to 
reduce help that the journeyman should 
be retained and the apprentice dis- 
charged. The clause relating to this 
question, as agreed upon, reads as fol- 
lows: 

‘‘No firm to employ an apprentice 
unless a journeyman and five or more 
cutters over a journeyman’s gang is 
employed and, in event of a reduction 
in the forces, the journeyman may be 
discharged and an apprentice kept at 
work. 

‘*But when this apprentice has served 
two years or any part thereof (it being 
understood that he may have one 
month's trial before signing an agree- 
ment) no other apprentice can be taken 
en for three years, unless a journeyman 
has been steadily employed by the day 
during the two years the apprentice 
was serving his time.”’ 

The other matter of interest was the 
wage scale. As now arranged this 
schedule provides that the price paid 
for piece men shall be 25 cents. The 
price per day men shall be $3 for a gang 
of thirteen men, and 24 cents for each 
an over a gaug.

Hofiy the Tennessee Veteran Saved It 
From Amputation. 
| When the civil war came the late 

Senator William B. Bate of Tennessee 
_cast in his fortunes with the secession 
movement and enlisted as a private in 
a Tennessee regiment, but when the 
regiment went to the front he was its 
colonel, says a Washington dispatch 
, to the New York Times. He put to use 
what he had learned of drill and dis- 
cipline in the Mexican war, and the 
Second Tennessee Confederate infan- 
try became known as a crack regi- 
ment. He led it at Shiloh, where he 
was badly wounded and given up to 
die. His bravery there guve him the 
soubriquet of “Old Shiloh,” which he 
ever after wore. It is an interesting 
fact that 500 men of Bate’s regiment 
at this battle had unexpired furloughs 
in their pockets, having at his appeal 
agreed to stay and fight. 

During a great part of the next 
year Bate commanded a brigade, al- 
| though he was obliged to walk on 

crutches. At Shiloh the surgeons held 

a consultation and decided to ampu- 

tate his leg. Bate suspected that this 

would be proposed, and he told old 

Jim, his negro servant, to put his pis- 

tols under the pillow. When the doc- 

tors came in he greeted them cheerily 
| and said: 

“Gentlemen, what are you going to 
do? You have held your consultation, 
and i want to know what you purpose 
now to do.” 

One of the surgeons said that to save 
his life they must take off his leg 
The doctor's last word was hardly out 
of his mouth before Colonel Bate pull- 
ed a pistol from under his head and 
said, “You are all my friends, but the 
first man who puts a knife to this leg 
to cut it off will die.” 

Senator Bate told a friend only the 
other day of this experience and wound 
up his story with the remark, “This is 
a pretty game old leg, and it looks

BRAVE RUSSIAN AMAZON 


Mme. Smolka’s Scouting Experi- 
ences In Manchuria. 


HOW SHE FOILED A BANDIT BAND | 


By Her Vigilance and Knowledge of 
the Chinese Tongue and Customs 
She Saved Some Frontier Guards 
From Death—Incidents of Her Life 
In the War With Japan. 


The attention of the crowd of people 
thr@ping the railway station at Har- 
bin, im Manchuria, was attracted re- 
cently by a Cossack with rosy cheeks 
and whose beardless face and woman’s 
voice told clearly that the soldier's 
garb was being worn by a woman, says 
the St. Petersburg correspondent of 
the London Glcbe. The Russian ama- 
zon was a Mme. Smolka, and a member 
of the staff of the Messenger de Har- 
bin has gathered from her own lips and 
from sowe of the inhabitants the fol- 
lowing highly interesting details con- 
cerning the life of the heroine: 

Helene Mikhailovna Smolka, the 
daughter of a Jewish soldier of the 
days of Nicholas I., was a young girl of 
seventeen years of age when during 
the disorders in China she resolved to 
enlist in the ranks ‘f the frontier 
guards. As she had ved from her 
girlhood at Nikolsk-Ussurilsk in the 
company of Chinese and Koreans she 
had a perfect knowledge both of Chi- 
nese and of Korean, and she hoped 
that she could be of use during the 
trouble with China. Having clothed | 
herself as a man and having taken the 
name of Miche! Nicolaievitch Smolka, 
this eccentric and brave girl passed 
with great distinction the examination 
as interpreter held at the school of in- 
terpreters at Viadivostok. Toward the 
end of 1900 the girl was serving as in- 
terpreter and frontier guard at the sta- 
tion of Ninguta, in Manchuria. She 
had taken part In all the scouting and 
skirmishes and had learned how to han- 
dle her rifle and sword. In 1901 Smol- 
ka was sent at the head of about a 
hundred frontier guards to reconnoiter 
at Kaiga. Overcome by a hard day’s 
work, the men went to sleep in a peas- 
ant’s house. The chunchuses were not 
far off, and the traiterous Chinese told 
them that the Russians were resting | 
for the night. The chunchuses resolved 
to profit from the night and their great- 
er numbers and to attack the house in 
which the Russiaus were sleeping. 
However, they had overlooked Smolka’s 
vigilance. In moving among the Chi- 
nese Smolka had got wind of the plot. 
She aroused the frontier guards in time 
to let the chunchuses approach the 
house. Theu, as the latter came near, 
the Russians rushed out and fired upon 
them and put them to flight. During 
that little skirmish Smolka received 
her first wound, which was on the right 
arm close to the shoulder.

So she 
slipped into a cattle truck, and in that 
way she reached the headquarters of 
the army, where she met many of her 
former comrades, Thanks to their aid, 
she managed to get enrolled in the 
scouting detachment of the Second 
Cossack regiment of Nerchinsk, under 
Lieutenant Vichniakoff, and once more 
she was able to bestride her charger. 
She accompanied the detachment | 
when it was sent out to reconnoiter the 
outskirts of the town of Kuangensian. 
Again, owing to her knowledge both of 
the Chinese language and of Chinese 
customs, she was able to find out in! 
good time the approach of a consider- | 
able body of Japanese and to warn her | 
comrades thereof, with the result that 
the detachment had to defend itself | 
while rejoining the main body. After 
that expedition a report of the affair 
was drawn up and handed to General

NOVELTIES IN A HOME. 


Attractive Dining Room and Moon~ 
light Den For Kansas City House. 
The new residence of C. R. Hunt, a 

Kansas City man, to be erected at 3614 
Gladstone boulevard, !s to be of cut 
stone, with slate roof and to cost $35,- 
000, says the Kansas City Star. The 
house will be two stories In height and 
have fourteen rooms. One of the most 
attractive and interesting rooms will 
be the dining room, which is to be 
wainscoted to-the tops of the doors, 
with heavy studding to break the ceil- 
ing. The wainscoting Is to be of a se- 
ries of vertical panels, the moldings 
on the panels to be of leather attached 
with bronze stud nails. Illumination 
will come from: cut glass electric 
globes, each six inches in diameter, 
suspended from the ceiling. China and 
glass closets in the room will be made 
of opalescent glass, with plate glass 
shelves. Electric lights within will 
shine through. 

An octagonal library on the first floor 
will be paneled in oak, with a fireplace 
surrounded by high seats. Book- 
shelves will extend almost entirely 
around the room. 

Above the library on the second floor 
will be a den of the same form. In this 
the finish and lighting will be with the 
design of giving a moonlight effect. 
Panels in gray tint will extend part 
way up the walls, the remainder of 
the space to the ceiling to be covered 
with silk squares sewed together and 
put on with the raw seams out. Lights 
placed behind partitions will shine 
through in greenish blue color, height- 
ening the moonlight effect. 

The foundation of the house has been 
completed, and the building will be 
ready for occupancy this fall.

HE PRO!AISES TO RESIGN 


| Pledged to Turn Chair Over to 
Lieutenant Governor Immedi- 
ately After Being Seated-- 
Doubt Whether He Will Do So 


Denver, March 17.—James H. Pea- 
body has won his contest for the office 
of governor of Colorado, from which he 
| retired on Jan. 10, after serving a term 
of two years, but his victory was 
achieved after he had given his pledge 
to resign and surrender the chair to 
| Lieutenant Governor McDonald, Re- 
publican. Governor Peabedy took over 
the office of governor from Adams last 
evening. 

The vote in joint convention of the 
general assembly by which Governor 
was ousted and 
Republican, in- 

Yen Republi- 
cans yoted with the Democratic meni- 
bers for Adams. Peabody main- 
tained that Adams was elected only by 


Governor Peabody, 


| fraudulent ballots, cast for the most 


part in Denver. 

Although the Republican majority on 
joint ballot is 35, it has been fourd 
impossible to gain for Peabody enough 
Republican yotes to reinstate him as 
governor for the remainder of the bi- 
ennial term ending in January, 1907. 
Twenty-two Republican members of 
to be 
bound by any action in caucus on the 
contest, and entered into a compact not 
to vote for Peabody. Finally the lead- 
ers of the opposing Republican fac- 
tions arranged a compromise by which 
Peabody would be vindicated by be- 
ing declared elected and McDonald 
would be made governor. 

At the conference at which the bar- 
gain was made pledges were given to 
the independent Republicans by active 
supporters of Peabody that he would 
retire after being seated and permit 


the lieutenant governor to take the 
office of governor. 

Governor Adams, who had _ spent 
yesterday packing his effects, sur- 


rendered his office to Peabody shortly 
after 5 o'clock yesterday afternoon. 
Scores of letters, telegrams and tele- 
phone messages had reached the execu- 
tive chamber during the day urging 
Adams to hold his seat by force, but 
he decided to ignore this advice. He 
said he felt outraged at the action of 
the general assembly, and expressed 


| surprise that Peabody should become 


a part to what he termed a conspiracy 
to secure the office of governor for a 
man who had no claim whatever to 
the place, 

Governor Peabody will not resign the 
governorship, according to D. B. Fair- 
ley, state Republican chairman. Chair- 


| man Fairley said Peabody had signed 


a tentative resignation, but that noth- 
ing would be done with this resigna- 
tion, he thought. Governor Peabody, 
in addressing the state assembly at his 
inauguration and in speaking to a 
crowd of citizens at his home last night, 
made no reference to a possible resig- 
nation. 


Alva Adams was inaugurated gov: 
ernor of Colorado Jan. 10, the canvas 
of the election returns by the general 
assembly having shown a plurality of 
9774 votes for him. Two days later 
James H. Peabody filed a contest for 
the office, which he had reluctantly 
surrendered. 

On Jan. 17 the general assembly, in 
joint convention, authorized a com- 
mittee of 27 members, 18 Republicans 
and 9 Democrats, to hear evidence jn 
the contest and report its conclusions. 
This committee consumed more than 
u month in considering the evidence 
and preparing for its reports, which 
were submitted to the joint convention 
March 8. 

Fourteen Republican members of the 
committee signed a report submitted 
by Peabody’s counsel, which found a 
majority of 2280 for Peabody in the 
state, by rejecting the entire vote of 
104 election precincts in Denver and 2! 
precincts in other counties on the 
ground of fraud and conspiracy on the 
part of the Democrats. 

The nine Democratic committeemen 
presented a report declaring that Pea- 
body bad failed to prove hisselection 
and recommending dismissal of his 
contest. William H. Griffith, chairman 
of the contest committee, and three 
other Republican members reported 
that there was much fraud shown in 
48 precincts of Denver, but that the al- 
legations of fraud in the 56 other pre- 
cincts, which Peabody had asked to 
have thrown out, had been disproved, 
and recommended that the contest be 
dismissed. 

Senator Alexander, one of the sign- 
| ers of the majority report, also pre- 
sented another report, which recom- 
| mended that the election of governor 
be declared null and void and that 
Lieutenant Governor McDonald, Re- 
publican, be seated as governor. This 
method of settling the contest the su- 
Ffreme court pronounced illegal.

Some towns would be unable to pro- 
ceed in the work of extermination of 
the moths on the 50 per cent. payment 
plan with the state, he said, citing 
Lynnfield as an example. That town, 
and some others would be unable to pay 
even half the expense, and in those in- 
stances, he said, the Governor had said 
that special provision should be made 
for reimbursing such towns. 

It was fundamental in the presenta- 
tion of the bill, he said, that at the 
end of the four years the cities an 
towns would bind themselves to taxa- 
tion necessary to take care of the moths 
by special legislation. 

Mayor Dwyer of Medford said that 
his town was ready to proceed in the 
work under the conditions of equal co- 
operation with the state. 

At the afternoon session the com- 
mittee gave a hearing on the bill of 
Mayor Weed (Newton). The chief dif- 
ference between this and the Jones 
(modified) bill is that it cuts the appro- 
priation to $300,000. 

Mayor Weed and City Solicitor Slocum 
of Newton explained the points of the 
proposed new bill. They contended 
that the state should not appropriate 
the larger sum, inasmuch as taxation 
was becoming a burden upon the cities 
and towns. Thestate, they said, should 
require the municipalities and land 
owners to do their full share of the 
work of extermination and suppression. 
Sach action would probably keep the 
pest within reasonable bounds. 

Mr. Slocum claimed that the pro- 
vision in the reported bill, allowing for 
damages by any owners whose premises 
are entered upon for the purpose of 
abolishing the moths, would entail end- 
less expense.

JOHN HANCOCK BIRTHPLACE.

A bronze tablet has been placed 
by the City of Quincy on Adams Academy to} 
mark the place where the house stood in which | 
the patriot John Hancock, the bold signer of 
the Declaration of Independence, was born. 

MYLES STANDISH CAIRN. 

Squantum heights, erected in 1895 by the 
Daughters of the Revolution, of Massachusetts, 
in memory of Captain Myles Standish and his 
men of Biymouth Colony, who landed here 
Sept. 36, 1621, guided by the indian Tisquan- 
tam. 


ABIGAIL ADAMS CAIRN.

Modern come to 
look upon the low headed apple tree as 
| more desirable than those headed high. 
A head which is two and a half to 
three feet from the ground is at pres- 
ent considered more desirable than one 
which is six feet or more from the 
ground. The latter height was former- 
ly frequently used. In forming the 
head care should be taken to have the 
framework branches disposed at differ- 
ent heights along the body of the tree, 
| say from three to six inches apart, and 
! distributed as evenly as_ possible 
| mround the body as a central axis— 
that is, when viewed from above the 
picture presented would be that of a 
wheel, the hub being the central axis 
of the tree and the framework branch- 
es the spokes of the wheel. 

When the trees begin to grow thrift- 
ily many new branches will be formed, 
and it is the work of the pruner to re- 
move all those which are not necessary 
and to cut back others.

a true cane, smaller than the ribbon, 
but suckers more and will grow on 
poor land. It is fine for sirup and is 
also splendid feed for cattle of all 
kinds. It will stand 15 degrees more 
cold than ribbon cane. We think any 
| farmer in middle Georgia, Alabama or 
| South Carolina woukl do well to try 
| some and learn of its adaptability.

HIS ASSAILANT A BOY 


Admits Being a Revolutionist 
and Had Filed to Sweden to 
Avoid Arrest--Further Crimes 
of a Like Nature Anticipated 


St. Petersburg, March 21—Upon the 
quietude of the Manchurian situation 
there has burst the news of the at- 
tempted assassination of another high 
official in Finland, whose efforts for 
the Russification of the grand duchy 
have exposed them to the vengeance 
The incident indI- 
eates that the revolutionists have not 


abandoned the policy of terrorism, but 


are determined to have more blood, and 
it presages further crimes of a like 
nature. 

Governor Miasoredoff was shot at 
Viborg by a 15-year-old !ad. The lad 
obtained an entrance to the governor's 


| office and fired three times at him, one 


bullet inflicting a serious wound and 
the others slightly wounding the gov- 
ernor’s legs. The governor's conditiou 
is critical. 

The youth who shot the governor 
was identified as Matti H. Reinikke, 
who admits that he is a revolutionist.

Boston, March 21.—Charles F. Berry, 
trustee of 11 estates and holder of 
trust funds valued at hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars, with an office at 23 
Court street, and living at 486 Norfolk 
street, Dorchester, has left the city 
under peculiar circumstances. Accord- 
ing to allegations made in a bill in 
equity filed in the superior court, he 
is an absconder. The amount involved 
will not be known for some time, un- 
til his affairs have been investigated, 
but it is roughly estimated that it will 
not be less than $500,000. ‘The pres- 
ent whereabouts of Berry are not 
known. His affairs are in the hands 
of James D. Colt, as receiver, ap- 
pointed by the supreme court. 

The disappegrance of Berry came as 
great shock to a large number of busi- 
ness men and members of the legal pro- 
fession, among whom he was widely 
known and highly respected. 

It would seem likely from appear- 
ances that the impending trouble had 
been anticipated by Berry. He must 
have seen some time ago that an ac- 
counting was Inevitable. He had been 
importuned by various interests for an 
accounting. He had failed to give this 
accounting and application was made 
in the probate court in at least one 
instance and an accounting was or- 
dered by the court.

AT LEAST SIXTY DEAD 


Disaster at Grover Shoe Factory 
Due Primarily to Boiler Ex- 
plosion--Large Plant Reduced 
to Ashes by Fire Which Fol- 
lowed -- Many Perished In 
Flames While Held Prisoners 
by Timbers and Machinery-- 


No Warning of Impending 


Doom Came to Hundreds of 


Operatives--Instances of Rare 
Heroism--Brockton a City of 
Mourning For Lost Citizens 


Brockton, Mass., March 21.—The city 
of Brockton is in mourning for at Jeast 
three score of her citizens whose lives 
were blotted out by the explosion of « 
boiler in a large shoe manufacturing 
establishment in the Campelio district 
conducted by the R. B. Grover con- 
pany. 

The wxplosion was immediately fol- 
lowed by a flash of flame which ob- 
literated the factory, a long. four-story 
structure, as if it were a house of cards, 
and incinerated the men and women 
unable to extricate themselves from 
a mass of tangled wreckuge formed by 
the terrific upheaval in the boiler room, 
More than half a bundred of the em- 
ployes in ghe building were maimed, 
burned or bruised by the time they 
reached safe ground. Some had 
jumped from the roof, some from win- 
dows, and others bad been injured in 
the mad rush to escape from the 
doomed factory, which from all parts 
emitted the intense, awful heat of an in- 
ferno, driving back the band of heroic 
rescuers who in a few moments had 
performed gallant service. 

The fire extended from the factory 
to seven other buildings in the vicin- 


ity and also reduced these to ashes. 
One of these buildings was a three- 
story wooden block; the others were 
cottages of small value end a_ bilack- 
amith shop. Two wooden dwellings 
near the engine room were practicaliy 
demolished by the onrush of the boiler, 


10ne of the occupants 
r injured. The total financial joss 
imated at $250,000, £200,000 of 
falls on R. B. Grover company. 

No one knows exactly how many 
yersons were in the factory. It has 
estimated at 400, but Treasurer 
#merson says that he doubts that there 
Were 50 many. Two hundred and 
fifty survivors have been accounted for 
and the remains of 60 bodies have been 
recovered from the ruins, the search 
among which was continued all night.

irrowing scenes and thrilling rescues. 
For hours hundreds of the relatives of 
the factory operatives besieged the 
ruins and the fire and police station in 
quest of missing ones. Some, in their 
violent grief and agonizing stress of 
mind, collapsed utterly. Several of the 
rescuers and searchers fainted as they 
beheld the revolting scene. There is 
no trace of the body of David W. Rock- 
well, engineer of the plant. who was 
first rey ed as having died from in- 
juries. Later it developed that Rock- 
well had not been seen after the fire. 
It is supposed that he perished at his 
post. 

An inspection of the wrecked boiler 
by the state boiler inspector showed 
that there was a sufficient supply of 
water in it. The cause of the explo- 
sion is a mystery at present. The dis-

Finding a safe exit by way of the 
fire escapes out of the question, many 
turned to the crowded stairway and 
reached the sidewalks, but quite a 
number sustained bruises in the rusb. 

Scarcely had the rear portion of the 
structure collapsed when a tongue of 
tlame started up from the boiler pit 
and, reaching out as it ascended, com- | 
muniecated with the splintered wreck. | 
age. In a moment the entire mass 
was enveloped in fire and flames were 
rushing easterly. Soon the entire fac- 
tory was engulfed and a great pfllar 
of dense black smoke rose from the 
burning structure. 

Instant death was the fate of many 
who went down with the floors that 
collapsed. A large number of men and 
women who were working nearer the 
windows than the others in the wrecked 
section were alive after the tloors and 
walls fell. From these unfortunates 
a thrilling ery of agony and terror went 
up. Almost all had been caught be- 
tween broken timbers, lighter wooden 
wreckage and heavy pieces of ma- 
chinery and upon these people crept 
the flames, devouring all in their path. | 
A few persons succeeded in extricating | 


themselves from the wreckage and 
these took up the work of rescuing} 


their fellow-employes. 

By this time nearby citizens had 
arrived to assist the employes who 
escaped first in the rescue of their fel- 
lows. ‘This task became momentarily 
more difficult and perilous, for the heat | 
from the fire was almost unbearable. 
By the use of long pieces of timber 
the rescners were able to raise parts 
of the wreckage and thereby release 
some of the imprisoned men and wo- 
men and then by rushing into the 
smoke pull them from the ruins. 

Then it was that acts of sacrifice 
and heroism developed. One man 
whose legs were caught under an iron 
beam cried to the rescuers that they 
could not extricate him and to help} 
the girls behind him. He reached over, 
lifted the girls one by one in his arms, 
and passed them to the rescuers. Then 
the fire got to him and he died. 

A woman who was entangled in a 
shoe machine cried out that she was 
dying and suffering and commanded 
the rescuers to attend to others. She 
begged to be shot. Soon the flames en- 
veloped her. 

Amoug the first to arrive on the 
scene was Rey. James A. O'Rourke, 
curate at St. Margaret’s Roman Cath- 
olie church, nearby. At the risk of his 
life be removed seven men from the 
ruins before the fire had reached them 
and was returning for the eighth time 
when he fainted from the effect of the 
smoke and theshock. Father O'Rourke 
gave the last rites of the church to 
many Catholics, both to those who were 
saved and some who later perished. 

Imprisoned operatives, too far away 
for rescue and who knew that their 
lives would last but a few moments, 
spoke words of encouragement to those 
who seemed nearer escape. Some 
prayed aloud. Others pleaded with the 
rescuers to say “good-bye” to relatives 
and not a few shrieked from pzin and 
fright. This dreadful spectacle un- 
nerved many who were tryiug vainly 
to get to them and some tucned av ay 
sick and fainting. Members of the 
fire department, with ladders, sided 
greatly in the work of rescue, but their 
time for work was short, for within a 
brief interval fire closed over the 
wreckage and the cries of all were 
hushed. 

Many of the victims were 
joners of St. Margaret’s church. With 
tear-stained and haggard faces, wo- 
men and children besieged the rectory 
during the day pleading with the 
priests for information about husband, 
father, sister or brother who had been 
employed in the factory and who 
failed to return home. 

Little comfort could be given to these 
people and they returned once more to 
the scene of the wrecked building, 
hoping against hope that a loved one 
had escaped the death which claimed 
so many neighbors and friends. 

At the Campello police station a 
similar scene was enacted. Mayor 
Keith, foreseeing the confusion which 
would ensue, posted notices in con- 
spicuous places, requesting all employes 
who had escaped to go at once to the | 
police station and give their names. 
These names were immediately posted 
and around this list of names hovered 
a throng of women—many convyulsed 
with sobs because the list did not in- 
clude a relative. 

Back and forth from the ruins to the 
station house and from the station 
house to the ruins these gerief-stricken 
women filed in a never-ending proces- 
sion, looking at the crisp and smok- 
ing bodies as they were placed in pine 
boxes and hurried away to the morgue.

Steamer Providence Stops 
near Fort Warren. 


Weather Too Rough 
for Trip, 


Steamed Away This Morning for 
New York. 


The steamer Providence which left 
the Fore River works TueSday on her 
maiden trip did not go very far toward 
her destination. It was deemed unwise 
to proceed in the teeth of a howling 
northeast snowstorm, and she came to 
anchor in the lee of Fort Warren where 
she remaiaed all night. She proceeded 
on her way this morning. 


|DESCRIPTION, 

A description of the steamer Provi- 
dence was started in Monday’s Ledger, 
and is continued below: 

Appliances for fire protection a:e 
most complete, thorough and very much 
in advance of any statutory require- 
ments. 

For this purpose two powerful pamps 
are installed amidships on the main 
deck in a fire-proof enclosure, and 
under the direct control of the engine 
room staff. From these pumps are led 
four separate and independent fire 
mains of copper tubing six inches in 
diameter, reduced to two and one-half 
inches at the ends of the vessel. Ran- 
ning the entire length of the vessel 
these mains have at suitable intervals a 
total of forty five plugs, to which are 
attached sufficient lengths of fire hose of 
the finest quality made, also three large 
capacity 6 inch deck band pumps with di- 
rect connection to the sea, the sea valves 
being immediately controlled from the 
deck. Arrangements are also provided 
at the slip’s side for shore connections, 

FOR EMERGENCIES. 

Appliances for fire protection are 
most complete, thorough and very much 
in advance of any statutory require- 
ments. 

In addition to this complete water 
service the vessel is well equipped in 
all parts with all minor appliances such 
as axes, chemical extinguishers, and 
water buckets. The efficiency of the 
watch force. is insured by complete 
electric watchman clock service. 

An automatic fire alarm thermostat 
is located in each stateroom and at 
short distances apart in other parts of 
the vessel. Whena thermostat is set 
off by any abnormal rise in temperature 
it indicates its locationon the telephone 
central switchboard and at the same 
time rings fire alarm bells in the pilot 
house, engine room, and crew’s 
quarters. 


TELEPHONES AND LIGHT. 

A very complete telephone system is 
installed. Each stateroom and all the 
important stations of the vessel are 
provided with telephones connected to 
a central switchboard. There are also 
rivate lines direct from the pilot 
house to the engine room, steering 
gear, wireless telegraph station and 
main deck, and from engine room to 
chief engineer’s room. American Bell 
apparatus is used with the common 
battery system. 

There is also installed an elaborate 
system of voice tubes, electric call bells 
and mechanical signal gongs. 

The electric generating plant consists 
of three 50 K. W. General Electric direct 
onnected marine generating sets, with 
vertical tandem compound engines, lo- 
cated in the engine-room at the line of 
the main deck. They opefate at 110 
volts direct current, and 350 R. P. M. 
The plant is located in the engine-room 
enclosure on the main deck, 

The distribution is on the two wire 
system, feeders from the generator switch 
board supplying numerous panel boards 
in cabinets located in all parts of the 
vessel, Each panel board supplies the 
lights in its immediate vicinity on 
comparatively short distribution cir- 
cuits, Steam tight fixtures with wiring 
in steel enameled conduit are used in 
all machinery spaces, freight spaces and 
hold. Living spaces are wired ino 
moulding and have ornate fixtures of 
special design to harmonize with the 
surrounding decorations. A total of 
abont 1600 incandescents are used. 

The usual auxiliary machinery for 
steering the ship aud handling her con- 
@ | veniently has been supplied, comprising 
steam and hand steering gear, one pow- 
erful steam windlass on main deck for- 
ward provided with vertical gypsy 
heads and steam capstans for warping, 
etc., worked by independent engines of 
the latest design; also two independent 
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capstans aft on main deck for warping 
purposes. The anchor gear includes 
two 5,200 lb. anchors and 180 fathoms} 
of 1-7-8 inch chai. cable with cranes and 
rolling boards complete. 

The most modern appliances for clean- 
liness, and sanitation are employed | 
througbout the vessel, and especial’ 
means to accomplish these results are | 
provided by the installation of the 
Kenny Vacuum Sweeping system by 
which all carpets and staterooms can 
be daily thoroughly cleaned without 
accumulation of dust. Six branches are 
provided for attachment of bose, and 
Sweepers on each passenger deck. By 
this apparatus the dust and dirt whicb 
daily accumulates is actually removed 
from the steamer, not stirred up as by 
ordinary sweeping, only to be again 
deposited. 

The life saving appliances consist of 
twelve metal life boats each 26 feet x 7 
feet x 2 feet 6 inches; ten 20 feet x 22 
inches diameter life rafts; one Lyle 
line throwiog guu to make a shore con- 
nection and 1400 cork life jackets each 
of ample buoyancey (tested) to support 
indefinitely one person so that it will 
readily be seen everything that fore- 
sight could suggest has been done to 
provide for the safety of all on board.

The circulating water is supplied to 
each condenser by two 10 inch centri- 
fugal pumps, driven by an independent 
vertical engine. 

The two main air pumps, each 50 
inches diameter by 30 foot stroke are con- 
nected to the low pressure crossheads by 
means of links and rocker sbafts. Each 
pump has a 16 inch suction from the 
condenser and discharges intov a feed 
water heater through a hotwell and 
filter tank directly overboard from the 
botwell.

At the 
base of each stack is a superheater, 
11 feet diameter by 12 feet bigh. 

The fire rooms are also equipped with 
four ash ejectors, two on each side of 
the vessel.

There are two 12 inch x 7 inch x 12 
inch Blake horizontal duplex outside 
packed plunger feed pumps located in 
the engine room, one on either side 
of the center between engine frames. 
Each pump takes suction from the 
condenser, from the feed water heater

Blow- 
er chutes are also arranged so that the 
blowers can discharge into the fire-room 
for ventilating purposes. 

There is 12 inch drain of copper, 
running through the vessel from the 
forward to the after hold witb five 12 
inch snuctions, one from forward 
hold, two from fire room, one from 
engine room and one from after hold. 
There is also a secondary drain run- 
ning throughout the vessel with 65 con- 
nections for draining bilges and inner 
bottoms and arranged with a 5 inch 
suction to the Cameron Bilge Pump and 
a6 inch to the fire and wrecking’

In addition to the above there are 
two 10 inch suctions on the main 
circulating pumps for pumping bilges 
in the engine room.

The revised list, as given out by the

as escaped, 283. 

It now seems probable that but 14 
bodies will go to their graves with 
their identity positively established. 
The other 41 are so badly charred that 
all marks by which they could be reeog- 
nized have been completely obliterated.

The 
50 United States deputy marshals who 
have been stationed there since last 
November were withdrawn last night. 


“Smoke Nuisance” on Battleship 
Washington, March 22—The excess 
of smoke on the battleship Maine has 
made the ship a nuisance to the re- 
mainder of her fleet. If, after a thor- 
ough test of the Maine, it is found 
that the repairs to her boilers have not 
remedied the smoke nuisance, she will 
return to a navy yard for changes in 
her smokestacks, 


SXouble Murder and Sulcide 
St. Petersburg, Tex., March 22.— 
Thomas Haynes shot and mortally 
wounded Charles Morgan, instantly 
killed Roy Bess, then returned home 
and told his young wife what he had 
done, after which he locked himself in 
a closet and blew out his brains.

General Kuropatkin, having paused on 
his homeward journey at Harbin, 
started southward on March 20 amidst 
a most remarkable farewell from resi- 
dents of Harbin and soldiers who are 
on the way to till out the ranks of the 
depleted army. 


London, March 22.—Military events 
in Manchuria seem now to be in the 
nature of a gigantic foot-race for the 
railroad bridge across the Sungari river 
at Chenchiawatzu. This is the only 
crossing below Kirin, as the river is 
not fordable, and possession of it is 
vital to the safety of the Russian 
armies.

The First army, under 
Kuroki, the victor of the first battle, 
was on the right, based on Fengwang- 
cheng. The Fourth, under Nodzu. was 
in the center, based on Siuyen, and the 
Second, under Oku, the victor of Nan- 
shan and Vafangow, was moving north 
on the railroad south of Newehwang. 
| The Russian army, based on Liaoyang, 
under General Kuropatkin, extended | 
south on the railroad as far as New- 
chwang and Kaiping and held all the 
mountain passes east of the railroad in | 
the Fenshui mountains, thus protecting 
his base and line of communication. 

Kuropatkin’s available active forces 
at this time, exclusive of the garrisons 
at Vladivostok and Port Arthur and 
the necessary railway guards, were ap- 
proximately equal in numbers to the 
First, Second and Fourth armies under 
Oyama. Kuropatkin’s force, however, 
| appears to have been still imperfectly 
organized atid not suitable for taking 
the offensive in a campaign against 
well organized and thoroughly disci- 
plined troops such as the Japanese. It 
appears also that the Russian com- 
mander was considerably interfered 
with in his plan of action by Admiral 
Alexeieff, who was viceroy at that time. 

While the campaign was going on 
against Port Arthur by the Fourth 
army the Japanese commander in chief 
determined to attack with all his pow- 
er the Russian forces on his front and 
gave the signal for the movement of | 
his great armies.

The habit of the caterpillar in winter- 
ing over in webs at the tips of the 
branches gives a key to the simplest 
and cheapest remedy, which is merely 
to cut off and burn the webs during the 
fall, winter or spring. This preventa- 
tive means is most effective, and gives 
such excellent results that in Germany, 
France Belgium there is a law 
making itobligatory on property owners 
to destroy the webs during the winter 
season, Where citizens neglect to carry 
out this work it is done for them by 
the local authorities, and the sum _ thus 
expended added to their tax levy. 

The work of removing the webs is 
best dene in winter by the use of a 
long-handled pruner or similar 
device. Particular care should be given 
to gathering the webs and burning 
them, as any left on the ground will 
yield caterpillars and continue the in- 
festation locally. 

Spraying is very effective against 
these insects; iu fact they are much 
less resistant’‘to the action of poison 
than is the gypsy moth or elm leaf 
beetle. To secure best results, spray- 
ing should be done as soon as the 
foliage develops in the spring. Five 
pounds of the arsenate of lead paste to 
one hundred gallons of water is sufli- 
cient, or, if preferred, one pound of 
good Paris green kept well stirred may 
be applied in one hundred and fifty 
gallons of water. 

Where the caterpillars swarm from 
trees along fences or on house walls the 
use of kerosene emulsion or strong soap 
suds is advisable.

It is utterly impossible 
for the government to pay the sums 
due foreign nations unless the United 
States can procure from foreign pow- 
ers a postponement of their demands. 
Otherwise, these demands will be 
pressed. I have no physical or mora) 
force to resist them. With the cus- 
toms houses in the control of the 
United States the resources of the isl- 
and will develop speedily, and all de- 
mands will be paid, with the resuit 
that the country will be educated to 
peace and permanent prosperity.” 

With two Dominican ports now In 
the hands of the United States and the 
failure of the treaty, Dominicans be- 
lieve that a “grab game” by foreign 
powers will begin at once. An Itai- 
ian cruiser was here a few days ago, 
but withdrew to Kingston. The Amer- 
ican gunboat Castine is here with 150 
men. The cruiser Chattanooga is at 
Samana bay, the Detroit is at Puerto 
Plata, and the Dixie is at Monte Cristi. 
Rear Admiral Sigsbee has gone to 
Guantanamo for a consultation with 
Rear Admiral Barker. 

With the seizure of Dominican ports 
by foreign powers, it {s argued that 
the Monroe doctrine will be nullified as 
regards this republic. With the 
United States in the possession of two 
ports, it would not be logical, it is 
argued, to oppose the seizure of other 
ports by foreign powers. At the same 
time the only hope of Morales is that 
in some way the United States can se- 
cure a postponement of seizure by 
European powers. No steps to this 
end have been-initiated here. No re- 
ply has yet been made to the Belgian 
demand. 

President Morales has about 1200 
men under arms, ready to crush the 
first Internal uprising, but should the 
custom houses be seized he would 
speedily be without funds with which 
to pay his army, which would imme- 
diately desert.

and gloomy appear- 
ance, which, with its singular shape, 
perhaps gave rise to the popular and 
amusing paradox that Dionysius had it 
constructed for the confinement of 
those whom he deemed inimical to his 
uuthority and that from the little 
apartment above he could hear all the 
conversation among the captives who 
were brought to the ancient town of 
Syracuse in the time of its splendor, 
when it was the largest in Sicily. The 
sound of words uttered with a low 
voice is augmented in vaults or gal- 
leries so as to become audible at a con- 
siderable distance from the speaker. 

A like effect takes place in a less de- 
gree when sound ascends from the bot- 
tom of a deep well or when words are 
uttered at one extremity of a long cor- 
ridor or passage in a building. If a 
pin be dropped into a well the sound 
produced when it strikes the water is 
distinctly heard at the mouth or the 
sounds of words spoken near the sur- 
face of any well is similarly augment- 
ed.

A FAMOUS STAR GROUP. 


The Constellation Orion 
and Literature. 

The constellation Orion is mentioned 
in the literature of all ages. In Egypt 
it represented Horus, the young or ris- 
ing sun, in a boat surmounted by stars, 
closely followed by Sirius, which was 
Shown as a cow. It has also been 
found sculptured on the walls of 
Thebes 5,000 years ago. And on the 
men of that early time it shone down 
from the same position and with the 
same brightness as it does on us today, 
a striking example of the unchange- 
ableness of the heavens. 

From the days of the early Hindoos 
to the present the constellation has for 
some reason borne always a stormy 
character. Allusions to its direful influ- 
ence are found everywhere among the 
classic writers. Thus Milton wrote: 

When with fierce winds Orion arrived 
Hath vexed the Red sea coast. 

The loss of the Roman squadron in 
the first Punic war was ascribed to the 
fleets having sailed just after the ris- 
ing of Orion. The group has also been 
employed as a calendar sign, its morn- 
ing rising indicating the beginning of 
summer, its midnight rising the season 
of grape gathering and its early even- 
ing rising the arrival of winter, with 
its attendant storms. In recent times 
the group has always represented a 
great hunter or warrior.

Good Money In Many Old Things 
That Are Throtrn Away.

“Tin cans, for instance, belong to me 
if they are dumped here, and I make 
g pretty penny out of them. They are 
turned, you know, Into tin soldiers and 
so forth.

Many and many an old broken 
bottle on this dump had a good cork in 
it. I get 8 cents a pound for all the 
corks I find. | 

“Old shoes are never too old to be 
sold, They have always one good 
piece—the piece over the instep—that 
ean be used again.

Whole City Unites In Mourn- 
ing For the Dead 


SERVICE IN A THEATRE 


Public Manifestation of Sorrow 
Augmented by Overflow Meet- 
ings In Various Churches-- 

Thirty-Nine Unidentified Bod- 

ies Borne to Cemetery Past 


Hushed Throngs of People 


Brockton, Mass., Murch 24.—All busi- 
as suspended in this city yester- 
day, traffic ceased, schools were closed 
and the people united in great 
tribute of sorrow and sympathy on ac-

| count of the explosion and fire of Mon- 
| day in which, it is believed, 58 persons 


perished. 

Thirty-nine bodies, so charred and 
disfigured as to make identification im- 
possible, were borne away to Melrose 
cemetery on Brockton Heights, escorted 
by a great throng of mourners, city of- 
labor or- 
fraternal societics. 
Men, women and children in the multi- 
tude that saw the funeral procession 
pass made no effort to hide their tears 
as the long line of hearses and mourn- 
ers wended its way to the burial place. 

Three public funeral services 
been arranged; five were necessary to 
begin to serve the desires of the pco- 
ple and thousands had no opportunity 
to take an active part in the expres- 
sions of grief and sympathy. 

The day of sorrow opened with a 
solemn high mass of requiem in St. 
Patrick’s Roman Catholic chureh in 
memory of four members of the parish 
who are believed to have perished :n 
the flames. 

In the afternoon public funeral ser- 
vices were held at the City theatre, the 
Porter Congregational, St. Paul's Epis- 
and First Congregational 
churches, and at Canton hall. While 
the services were being held militia- 
men, labor organizations and fraternal 
societics formed in line in readiness 
to escort the remains of the victims lo 
the cemetery. 

The service at the theatre was the 
formal public manifestation of the 
city’s sorrow, while the services at the 
other places were in the nature of over- 
flow meetings. 

The solemnity of the services at the 
City theatre was notable from the mo- 
ment the doors were opened. The at- 
tendants walked in slowly, the mourn- 
ers occupying a space reserved for 
them in the centre of the auditorium. 

On the stage sat clergymen repre- 
senting practically every religious de- 
nomination fn the city, the members of 
the city government and the members 
of the Joint Shoe Council. Mayor 
Keith presided, and near him sat Govy- 
ernor Douglas. Looking from the stage 
out into the auditorium the afflicted

Roosevelt has approved the sentence of 
the court martial inflicted upon Mid- 
shipman Milton W. Arrowood of North 
Carolina, recently tried for desertion 
from the navy. The sentence carries 
with it dismissal from the navy, and 
the law bearing upon the case provides 
that a man so dismissed shall not here- 
after be eligible to any of the rights of 
citizenship. 

Arrowood was appointed to the nayai 
academy from North Carolina in 14 100, 
and four years later went on sea duty 
aboard the flagship Kearsarge. While 
at the academy his father, Rev. Mr. 
Arrowood, insisted that his son should 
be allowed to attend the Pre asbyterien 
church at Annapolis instead of the col- 
lege chapel. From time to time the 
elder Arrowood wrote to the navy de- 
partment protesting against whut he de- 
clared to be the “immoral! atmosphere 
at the academy.” 

Young Arrowood finally submitted 
his resignation to the department, but 
as all midshipmen are required to 

serve a certain time in the navy after 
graduation, if was not accepted. 

On Jan. 4 last, while the Kearsarge 
was at Hampton Roads, Va., Arrowood 
left the ship. He was apprehended in 
New York, where he was at work. He 
was tried by court martial on the Kear- 
Sarge and convicted of desertion and 
sentenced to dismissal. His father 
meantime urged on th department 
that it was impossible for the son to 
lead a religious life and remain in the 
service.

CAMPAIGNING IN MANCHURIA. 


Obstacles the Hostile Armies Have to 
Contend With, 

Carefully avoiding all reference to 
the military operations observed by 
him as attache with the Russian forces, 
Colonel W. 8S. Schuyler, U. §S. A., de- 
livered an interesting lecture the other 
night at the National Rifles’ armory, in 
Washington, on Manchuria. Some of 
the terrible obstacles which the two 
hostile armies have to contend with in 
their movements through Manchuria 
were suggested by inference in the lec- 
turer’s remarks, says the Washington 
Times, 

“A Chinese field furrow,” he said, “is 
as crooked as a ram’s horn. Chinese 
farmers purposely plow it that way on 
account of superstition. This of course 
makes it tremendously difficult for an | 
army to cut across a field, especially 
when the crops are growing, as it is 
almost impossible to find the way. 

“Then, too, to protect his fields, the 
Chinese farmer has a way of digging 
pitfalls every here and there about his 
lands, and for men to go tumbling! 
down into these holes is very discour-} 
aging. 

“Rivers are very fluctuating, and the 
fording of them presents great prob- | 
lems to armies. ‘They are, however, | 
not very deep. Manchuria, I think, is 
the dustiest country I was ever in. 
In the dry, cold winter the dust is 
Swept about in clouds. Riding against 
it one has to hold one’s breath. It 
pains the muscles of the chest. The! 
climate in summer is hot and wet, and | 
in winter it Is cold and dry.”

At length he came upon two 
soldiers who were trying to bury the 
| remains of a heroic dead man. As the 
' light of his lantern fell upon the life- 
| less body the officer, who had been 
wandering up and down the field of 
carnage, was electrified by the discov- 
ery of the remains of his old comrade. 

Without a word he brushed aside the 

two privates who were about to put 

the body into its last resting place. 

Around the forehead of the dead there 

was a piece of white cloth stained with 

blood. The ofticer who had been search- 
!ing untied the cloth. At first it ap- 
peared like a bit of innocent towel, but 
when the officer it out in the 
light of his lantern there fluttered upon 
the night wind the national flag, with 
the round, red sun of Nippon dyed in 
the center.

In Frederic Villiers’ book on Port Ar- 
thur he tells the following incident of 
the siege: 

“During the fighting yesterday a 
young Japanese oflicer in charging a 
trench with his men was severely in- 
jured in both legs by the enemy’s 
shrapnel and fell fainting into the 
ditch. His company was driven back 
down the glacis to a donga below. This 
morning a Russian carrying 
something in his arms, was seen com- 
ing toward the donga from the glacis. 
The something he carried was the 
young Japanese officer, who had been 
left in the trench the previous day. 
Of course there was much rejoicing, 
and the Russian prisoner is on parole, 
much petted by the Japanese soldiers. 

“This is the officer’s story: When he 
recovered consciousness after his fall 
he was lying, with several dead com- 
rades near him, unable to move his 
legs, when an unarmed Russian sol- 
dier stole into the trench and began to 
examine the dead. The Japanese offi- 
cer, fearing that the Russian would 
kill and rob him, attempted to un- 
buckle his revolver, but the soldier, on 
seeing his action, approached him with 
such a reassuring smile that he re- 
frained from pulling the trigger. 

““He stood over me,’ he said, ‘and 
spoke some words of Russian which 
of course I did not understand, but 
they were gentle and amiable I could 
tell. Then the man passed behind me, 
and presently I found myself being 
safely raised from the ground, and 
eventually in the strong arms of the 
humane Muscovite I was brought down 
to the trench in which my comrades 
had taken cover.’ ”

Empire to Manufacture Ita 
Own Steel.

ed officials of the geological survey de- 
partment of the government of India 
show that the demand for coke for the 
blast furnaces will render profitable 
the extraction at Indian collieries of 
coal tar and ammonium sulphate, both 
valuable byproducts, says the London 
Mail. For this purpose sulphurie acid 
factories are to be set up in western 
Bengal to utilize the hitherto unprofit- 
able deposits of sulphurous copper ore 
which have long been known to exist 
in the Chota Nagpur district. 

This means that India is about to 
enter the field as a producer of both 
copper and chemical manure as well 
as of iron and aluminium. Its cheap 
labor, abundant raw materials and 
enormous local markets give it a posi 
tion of great advantage in this con 
nection. 

Already Indian coal supplies nearly 
all the requirements of southern Asia, 
to the exclusion of Cardiff coal. In- 
dian jute mills have secured almost a 
monopoly of the supply of sacks for 
the grain pro@ucing world. Indian tea 
is driving Chinese tea before it from 
St. Petersburg to New York. Iron and 
steel are already being manufactured 
on a small in Bengal de- 
velopments which are pending have 
the history of the past upon their side.

Scratching Posts. 

Scratching posts, in the opinion of 
hog men, are not only a great comfort 
to hogs, but they may be made useful 
in ridding them of lice and of a scaly 
skin. The following plan is practiced 
by a successful hog raiser, who mar- 
kets his animals in Baltimore. Plant 
a hickory post four inches in diameter 
in the hog run. Coil a manilla rope 
around this post as high as a hog 
stands and staple it securely. Then 
thoroughly saturate the rope with 
crude petroleum—kerosene will do, but 
it is not as good—and it becomes an 
ideal scratching post for hogs and 
pigs. The animals will rub against 
it continually, and oil is fatal to lice 
and mites. If kerosene is used the 
saturation should be renewed every 
few days.—American Cultivator. 


| SPRING IN THE GARDEN | 


“Had I but two loaves,” said Mo- 
hammed, “I would sell one and buy 
hyacinths to feed my soul,” a senti- 
ment we must all approve; but when 
hyacinths are growing and blooming 
in our garden we may keep the loaf. 

Sow seed for tomato plants in March 
or April in the hotbed or in plats in the 
house. 

By error in a recent note it was 
stated that soil inoculation is good for 
“sweet potatoes.” The reader familiar 
with the legumes undoubtedly read be- 
tween the lines and saw what was in- 
tended—viz, “sweet peas.” 

When the seedlings are growing in 
the hotbeds do not let the beds become 
too hot. Ventilate well in the milder 
days and water liberally. 

On account of its vigorous growth, 
which enables it to overtop grass and 
hold its own against weeds, asparagus 
will withstand perhaps more neglect 
than most vegetables. But it also re- 
sponds generously to good culture. 

April is a critical month with the 
hotbeds. A little neglect in giving air 
and an hour or two of ardent 
shine will scorch the tender growth, 
or Jack Frost’s touch at night, after 
a balmy day, may put the plant 
sleep for good and all if the protect- 
ing mats were thoughtlessly left off. 

The dahlia, that fashionable flower of 
the present, may be grown from seeds, 
These germinate freely. 
gle dahlias prove highly satisfactory, 
producing a great variety of self colars 
—Striped, spotted and tipped—and are 
greatly liked for cutting.

JULES VERNE DEAD 


vyorite Author of Young Peo- 
ple All Over the World 
Paris, March 25.—Jules Verne, the 
fainous writer of scientific romances, 
died at Amiens yesterday afternoov. 
This favorite author-was born at 


Nantes Feb. 8, 1828, was educated in 
his native town, and afterward studied 
law in Paris. ‘Turning his attention to 
dramatic literature, he wrote a comedy 
in verse, which was performed in 18%). 
This was followed by a three-act com- 
edy, and by several comic operas. 

But his fame rests chiefly on his 
scientific roimances. From about 1870 
to about 1885 few works of fiction were 
more widely popular than the scientific 
romances of Jules Verne. 

As the author of ‘““I'wenty Thousand 
Leagues Under the Sea,” “Around tLe 
World in 80 Days,” “Five Weeks in a 
Balloon,” “Steam House,” “Screw Is!- 
and” and “Michael Strogoff,” Verne is 
known to millions of boys and girls in 
every land. 

Men and women may read his books 
in French, English, German, Spanish, 
Portuguese, Dutch, Italian, Swedish, 
Russian, Japanese, Arabic and Persian. 

The Holland submarine boat, the 
Santos Dumont dirigible balloon, ths 
auto and the great ocean greyhounds of 
the present day were all predicted by 
this author at a time when the imagina- 
tion of present-day grandfathers was 
unable to arouse in them faith in the 
possibilities of these inventions.

‘The 
treaty of 1818S did not include the shore 
fisheries of Newfoundland within the 
waters opened to American fishermen, 
so that this privilege has been enjoyed 
by the Americans by sufferance and | 
the good will of the Newfoundlanders. | 

After the failure, in Secretary 
Bayard’s time, of the treaty conferring 
specific rights on American fishermen 
im those waters, the Newfoundland 
government, as an act of comity and in 
the hope that the American govern- 
ment would reciprocate in the end br 
entering into a treaty with Newfound- 
land conferring certain reciprocal ad- 
vantages in trade, authorized the issue 
to American fishing vessels of licenses 
at a merely nominal cost to take bait 
and fish in Newfoundland waters. This 
same privilege has been denied to 
French fishing vessels, so that the 
American fishermen have divided the 
fisheries with the Newfoundlanders. 

About a year ago the government 
of Newfoundland asked the United 
States to reciprocate for the vaiuabie 
privilege, and, recognizing the justice 
of the appeal, Secretary Hay nego- 
tiated a treaty with Premier Boud, 
whereby the Newfoundlanders were to 
be given free entry for their fish at 
United States ports and certain othe: 
privileges in return for the fishiug 
rights. The action of the senate at the 
last session in amending this treaty 
so as to render it valueless to the New- 
foundlanders and, consequently, its 
failure, is the reason for the revocatior 
of the fishing rights, and something in 
the nature of a retaliatory tariff! war 
is expected. 


The Feeling at Gloucester 

Gloucester, Mass., March 25.—Own- 
ers and captains of fishing vessels who 
were seen regarding the announcement 
from Washington that the government 
of Newfoundland has decided to revoke 
the privilege of buying bait and fishing 
in Newfoundland waters, while admit- 
ting that, in case the decision is carried 
out to the letter, American fishing in- 
terests will suffer much inconvenience, 
were confident that some way wouid 
be found to overcome the obstacies 
placed in their way. 

Having in mind the belief that some 
action of this kind might be taken by 
the Newfoundland government, the 
schooner Maggie and May, one of the 
Graud Banks fleet, which sailed from 
Gloucester Thursday on her first trip 
of the year, carried two small purse 
seines, with which Captain McEachern 
intends to secure his own bait of caplir 
and lance. This is a district innova- 
tion and the success or failure of the 
idea is of great interest to the fishing 
interests of this port. 

The Grand Banks fishermen will be 
especially affected by the decision of 
the Newfoundland government. They 
usually count upon securing one or 
more baitings in Newfoundland ports 
in the prosecution of that fishery. Out- 
side the Grand Banks fishery, the de- 

cision would not mean a serious hard- 
ship 

The amount annually paid for 
licenses by Gloucester vessels averages 


about S6000. Of the 65 or 70 banks 
fishermen sailing from this port, 45 
have already y left on their first trips.

Boston, March 25.-—In the annual re- 
port of the Gas and Electric Light 
Commissioners are'many details’ of in- 
terest to all gas consumers regarding 
their local companies. Most of the 
city companies were inspected many 
times during the year, Boston heading 
the list with 53 times and several other 
large cities having bad The 
Citizens’ of Quincy was inspected only 
three times, 

The legal standard of light is 16 


52, 


candle power. The average of the 
Citizens’ company was 16.70. Its 


highest test was 17.9 and its lowest was 
14.7. The highest average in this class 
was Southbridge, with 24.90 candle 
power as an average for the year, while 
the lowest was Norwood, with 14.33. 
The date of this 14.7 was November 
when the days were short and dark and 

the demands on the company were 

large. 

On October 7 ané November the 
test showed that sulphuretted hydrogen 
was in the gas of the Citizens’ com- 
pany when the law does not permit any 
to be present. 

This company is put down as supply- 
ing a population of 23,899 people, and 
as having a capital of $33,000. It has 
only two stockholders, both resideut in 
the state and there is no other company 
in the state where the gas stock is held 
in so few hands. In four cases there 
are only five stockholders, and that is 
the next smallest number to Quincy’s 
two. 

The assessed value of the Citizens’ 
property is $32,000. Its taxes paid 
amounted to $602.82, which was at the 
rate of $0.696 per 1000 cubic feet of gas 
sold. = 

The Citizens’ company was one of 
the 21 in the state which paid no 
dividend. The highest dividend paid 
by any company was 12 per cent. and 
that was paid by the Adams, Attleboro, { 
Beverly and Springfield. Worcester 
paid 11 and there are several which 
paid 10, but most are down to 8 or 6. 
Boston paid only 5 

The gross price charged by the 
Citizens’ company, $2, is reduced in 
some way not shown by the report so 
that the average price for the year 
covered was $1.96, against $1.93 the 
year before. The average price for 
coal gas has steadily declined in recent 
years. The report shows that the 
average for the entire state in 1886 was 
$1.72, and that in 1903 it was down to 
$1.06. 

The daily capacity of the Quincy 
works is 50,000 cubic feet, and the 
greatest daily output was 44,000 feet, 
on December 5. The least output was 
18,500 feet on June 20. The total sales 
of the Citizens’ company during the 
year were 9,315,490, which was a de- 
crease of 5,18 per cent. from the year 
before. This means a capital, includ- 
ing bonds, of $8.16 per 1000 cubic feet 
of gas made. 

Reckoned per mile of main, the Quin- 
cy company has $5,338.58 of capital, It 
sold 654,355 feet of gas and 111,300 feet 
were unaccounted for to every mile of 
main, but there are a great many high- 
er. The Boston company heads the list ]- 
with 453,603, and other big companies 
show an immense leakage. 

The number of of consumers per mile 
of main of the Citizens’ is 39.2, but 
there are many companies which have a 
more scattered support than this, Bos- 
ton heads the list with 217. 

The gas sold per consumer in Quincy 
averaged 15,350 cubic feet and the gas 
sold per meter light averaged 2995 feet. 
The full balaace sheets of the compan- 
ies are given in the appendix and there 
is other statistical information.

*TWIXT GOD AND MAMMON 


Those Who Accept Gifts From 
Man Who Represents Greed 
System Must Become His Apol- 
ogists--Dr Gladden’s Views 


Columbus, O., March 27.—Rey. Dr. 
Washington Gladden, pastor of the 
First Congregational church of Colum- 


bus and moderator of the general 
council of the Congregational churches 
of the United States, in a sermon de 
livered yesterday, discussed the gift 
of $100,000 made by John D. Rocke- 
feller to the American Board of Mis- 
sions. He said: 

“The money proffered to our board 
of missions comes out of a colossal 
estate, whose foundations were laid in 
the most relentless rapacity known to 
modern commercial history. The suc- 
cess of this business from the begin- 
ning until now has beem largely due to 
unlawful manipulations of railway 
rates. 

“The United States government is 
how engaged in a strenuous attempt to 
ferret out and punish this injustice. 
And the people of the United States 
have a tremendous battle on their 
liands with the corporate greed, which 
has intrenched fitself in this strong- 
hold and has learned to use the rail- 
ways for the oppression and spoilation 
of people. 

“And now on the eve of this battle, 
they are asked to accept a great gift 
of money from the man who more 
completely than any other represents 
the system they are summoned to 
fight. I hope they are not mean 
erough to take his money and then 
turn around and fight him. I hope they 
are not so faithless to their obligations 
as to take his money and shut their 
mouths or become his apologists. 

“We do not want this man’s money. 
To accept it will be to work the con- 


|' tempt of millions of honest men; to re- 


ject it will strengthen our churches in 
the affection and respect of millions 
who are inclined to doubt whether the 
churches love God more than mam- 
mon. 

“Our missions will be richer and 
stronger without it than with it, and 
we shall lose nothing by our loyalty 
to the things unseen and eternal.”

The principal point in the applica- 
tion for a new trial is the contention 
of the defense that the verdict was 
against the welght of evidence. On 
this ground alone the verdict may be 
set aside. 

Failing in this the attorneys for the 
defense have numerous other grounds 
upon which to argue for a new trial. 
Chief among them is the contention 
that Juror Nason took notes of the evi- 
dence and used them in coming to 2 
decision, which proceeding the de 
| fense claims was prejudicial to the in- 
| terests of the prisoner. Nason has not 
denied the note taking.

One Thrown Into Police Sta- 


tion Near Warsaw 


ROOM PARTLY WRECKED 


Half a Dozen Men Injured and 
Two Killed While In Pursuit 
of Culprit--Second Bomb In- 
jures Warsaw Chief of Pole 


Warsaw, March 27.—A bomb was 
thrown into the carriage of Baron Von 
Nolken, chief of police of Warsaw, last 
evening. The baron was severely 
wounded. 

The attack on Von Nolken was the 
result of an elaborate conspiracy of the 
revolutionary party. Shortly before 8 
o'clock last evening an elegantly 
dressed man went to the police station 
at Praga, ua large suburb of Warsaw, 
on the other side of the Vistula, and 
threw a bomb into a room of the sta- 
tion where the men assembled before 
going on duty. Six policemen were 
wounded and all the furniture as well 
as one wall were destroyed. The bomb 
thrower in trying to escape met a po- 
liceman and shot twice, wounding the 
officer in the stomach. The bomb 
thrower tore himself away. Another 
policeman fired twice after him with- 
out result. Half an hour later a man 
was found dead in Sowia street, whom 
the police at first believed to be the 
bomb thrower, but it proved to be a 
plain clothes policeman who was pursu- 
ing Von Nolken’s assailant. The po- 
lice believe that the latter turned on 
the policeman and shot him dead. 

A telephone message was imme- 
diately sent to Von Nolken at the city 
hall, informing him of the outrage. 
Von Nolken, accompanied by a police 
oflicial, started immediately for Praga. 

According to the theory of the police, 
the revolutionists calculated upon Von 
Nolken going to Praga on learuing of 
the explosion of the bomb at the sta- 
tion there, and knew he must pass the 
castle, that being the only road by 
which he could reach the bridge across 
the Vistula. 

The affair caused great excitement. 
A popular rumor says the revolution- 
aries adopted this course of informing 
the police that they have more bombs 
besides those discovered in the Po- 
wonski cemetery Saturday. 

Buron Von Nolken is very unpopular. 
He is hated by the masses of the Polish 
population, who hold him responsible 
for the sanguinary suppression of the 
disturbances here at the end of Janu- 
ary. He has been here only a year, 
having come from St. Petersburg, 
where he was chief of the mounted 
division of the police. Von Nolken’s 
injuries are serious, but it is thought 
that he will recover. 


In Anarchy’s Grip 
St. Petersburg, March 27.—The peas- 
ant movement in south and west Rus- 
sia continues to spread. There has 
been a renewal of the burning and de 
struction of property in the Chernigoff 
government, the peasants attacking 
especially the property of M. Tere- 
schtanko, a rich sugar refiner, who bas 
400,000 acres planted to beets. Sey- 
eral landlords have been murdered. 
The peasants in other sections are 
taking armed possession of forest land, 
on which they had the right of cutting 
wood before emancipation, and are of- 

fering resistance to the police. 


Revolutionary Propaganda 

Warsaw, March 27.—A_ revolution- 
ary movement of considerable prepor- 
tions is making itself manifest in con- 
nection with the industrial disturo- 
ances in the region south and south- 
east of Warsaw. ‘The country has been 
flooded with proclamations calling for 
a rising in Poland and with revolution- 
ury songs and addresses. 


Nest of Arms and Bombs 

Moscow, March 27.—An organized 
depot of arms and bombs was dis- 
covered on the premises of a rich mer- 
chant named Barassoff. Investigation 
disclosed a conspiracy to distribute 
arms. There have been over S800 ar- 
rests in connection with the affair. 


Good News For Stee! Workers 

Pittsburg, March 27.—-Officials of *he 
United States Steel corporation are re- 
ported to have completed all plans 
preparatory to making the annource- 
ment of a sweeping wage increaac, to 
go into effect April 1. The total in- 
crease for the year will, it is said, ap- 
proximate $9,000,000. The advance will 
affect 30,000 workmen in this district. 


Car Struck Automobile 

Los Angeles, Cal., March 27—In an 
automobile accident at Hollywood, a 
suburb, Mrs. Sherman Pease was in- 
stantly killed and her husband se- 
riously injured. Two other occupants 
of the car sustained slight injuries. 
The automobile was struck by an elee- 
tric car at a crossing while running 
at full speed. 


Thugs Maltreated Farmer 

Poughkeepsie, N. Y., March 27.— 
Frank Griffin of Greenhaven, a farm- 
er, Was held up and robbed of $380 on 
the outskirts of this city last night. 
The thugs hammered him unmercifully 
and broke his jaw. The men escaped 
but are known to the police.

Factory Horror as a Theme For 
Brockton Ministers 
Brockton, Mass., March 27.—Perhaps 
20,000 people yesterday visited the 
scene of ast week's mill disaster. Bilec- 


tric cars brought crowds from all direc- 
tions, and as the day was particularly 
fine the throng about the ruins gathered 
early and did not seem to diminish un- 
til after sunset. 

Further public services for the dead 
were held during the day. The Odd 
Fellows conducted a largely attended 
memorial meeting in Canton hail, at 
which members of all lodges in the 
vicinity were present. Addresses were 
made by Rev. W. H. Morrison of the 
First Universalist church and by Rev. 
G. B. Titus of the First Baptist church. 

At the regular services in churches 
the pastors referred to the receut 
calamity and appealed for additions to 
the relief fund. 

The identification yesterday by Ar- 
thur Clark of a comb believed to have 
been worn by his wife is thought to 
have established that Mrs. Clark’s body 
is among the unidentified dead at the 
Melrose cemetery. ‘This identification 
brings the number of known dead to 
18, and reduces the list of the unknown 
to 40. 

Now that the bodies of the victims 
of the explosion have been laid away, 
and the relief measures under way, 
the state and city officials are devoting 
their energies to discover the cause of 
the disaster and an inquest will be held 
next Wednesday in police court. 


Boy Came Back Alone 

Chicago, March 27.—Frank Rogers, 
who disappeared from his home in 
Evanston four years ago with his aunt, 
Miss Florence Ely, has returned. 
Young Rogers states that since leay- 
ing Chicago he has been working in 
Buffalo and New York city.

The boy now denies that he has been 
with his aunt. Since young Rogers and 
his aunt disappeared from his home 
no trace of either the boy or the wo- 
man had been found until he suddenly 
appeared yesterday. 


Murder Followed Wedding 

Jasper, Ga., March 27.—A young 
man named Glazier killed his bride 
and a sheriff's posse is in pursuit to 
avenge the deed. Glazier is 20 years 
old, his wife 16. They had separated 
and she had goneto live with her 
mother. Glazier came to their home 
Saturday evening, asking the girl to 
return to him.

Many Lives Imperilled by Col- 


lision of Steamers 


ONE FOUNDERS AT DOCK 


Captains of the Vessels Appear 
to Be Striving to Place Blame 
Each Upon the Other--Libel 
For $150,000 Damages 


Halifax, March 27.—The two ocean 
steamers, the Parisian and the Albano, 
whose 1800 passengers were saved 
from death at sea after the collision 
between the two vessels off the har- 
bor’s mouth Saturday evening by a 
thrilling 15-mile race for snallow water, 
show plainly how serious was the 
accident, the Parisian resting on bot- 
tom at her dock and the Albano’s fore- 
peak being full of water. 

The Parisian, which came the 
harbor at 6 o'clock Saturday night 
with a gaping hole in her starboard 
side from the Albano’s sharp bow, 
filled gradually during the night, and at 
dawn her engine room had _ been 
flooded, her fires extinguished, her 
lower deck was awash and her keel 
rested on the dock’s mud. 

Every effort was made during the 
night to keep the Parisian afloat. Many 
divers were employed and the pumps 
were kept constantly at work, but 
they all proved unavailing. A large 
part of the Parisian’s cargo has been 
damaged by water, but the bulk of the 
mail, consisting of 400 sacks, has been 
saved in dry condition. 

The statemeuts of the two command- 
ers of the vessels as to the probable 
eause of the collision are conflicting, 
and the courts will undoubtedly be 
invoked to place the blame. In fact 
proceedings have already been begun 
ir. the admiralty court against the own- 
ers of the Albano on behalf of the 
Parisian. 

The case was entered in the court 
within a few hours after the Parisian 
docked. and yesterday the Albano, as 
a result of these proceedings, was 
libelled for $150,000 damages in behalf 
of the Allan line, and a deputy sheriff 
placed in charge of the Hamburg- 
American company’s boat. It was an- 
nounced later that a counter suit would 
be commenced by the German com- 
pany. 


Captain Kudenheld of the Albano, in 
speaking of the accident, said: “Just 
before the collision the Parisian, which 
lad reached the harbor mouth ahead 
of us, was sighted hove to and taking 
on a pilot. We came up to get a pilot 
also. It was 5 o'clock in the afternoon 
and the weather was perfectly clear. 
“As my ship approached the Parisian 
we started across in front of her, but 
before we could range ahead ithe 
Parisian started up and the collision 
foliowed. 

“The Parisian, it seems to me, com- 
mitted a clear breach of international 
regulations in attempting to pass in 
front of the Albano, instead of gving 
astern. 1 saw the course which the 
Farisian was taking and rcalized at 
once the danger of a collision. J rang 
full speed astern and this greatly re 
duced the speed of the Albano, but it 
was not enough to entirely check the 
vessel’s progress. As we came up on- 
to the Parisian her helm was thrown 
tv port instead of starboard, anc this 
sent her starboard quarter stili further 
in the direction of the Albano, and 
added greatly to the force of the col- 
lision.” 


Captain Johnson of the Parisian de- 
clares that the captain of the Aibano 
| signalled that he wou'd pass astern 

of the Parisian, but that the signal 

was apparently misunderstood by the 

Albano’s bridge, as the German steam- 

er came directly on and would have 

struck the Parisian abreast of the ea- 
gine room had not the speed of the lat- 

| ter been increased in an endeavor to 
escape. 

Although the Albano'’s peak ts full 
of water, from her twisted stem and 
bent bow plate, some of which are 
torn from the frames, it is likely that 
she will proceed to Philadelphia after 
giving bonds in the libel suit and ber

May Land on Russian Territory 

St. Petersburg, March 27.—Accord- 
ing to government mail, the Japunese 
are expected to land at Korsakoysk 
within a fortnight, the port being free 
from ice early in April. The Russians 
are not in a position to resist, the 
whole force on the island being less 
than 2000 soldiers and prison guards. 
There are 6000 convicts in the penal 
camps.

The 
success of the forelgn aid domestic 
loans strengthens the feviing of confi- 
dence that Japan will be able to 
finance the war without difficulty or 
embarrassment. 


Would Not Permit indemnity 

Moscow, March 27.—With the excep- 
tion of the Moscow Gazette, practically 
all the newspapers of this city are for 
peace on condition that there be neither 
cession of territory nor payment of in- 
demnity. At a banquet of merchants 
it was declared that “the happiest end 
of the war would be immediate peace, 
but if the government consents to in- 
demnity we will throw the bomb. 
Enough Russian gold has been spent 
in Manchuria.” 


Thought Japs Could Be Whipped 
St. Petersburg, March 27.—The news- 
paper Dawn has unearthed a remark- 
able report made by General Kuropat- 
kin to the czar in the fall of 1908, in 
which Kuropatkin expressed the opin- 
fon that the Yalu concession was sure 
to induce war in the far east and took 
an optimistie view of Russia’s ability

A STOLEN INVENTION. 


How the Designer of the Hansom 
Cab Lost a Fortune, 

Charles Hansom, the famous English 
architect, was a talented man in many 
respects other than in the exercise of 
his profession, He was dining on a 
certain day with a few friends when 
ene of them taunted him with being 
unable to invent a vehicle which would 
supersede the old fashioned hacks and 
cabs in universal use in London. Mr. 
Hansom got a sheet of paper, and 
without any delay he sketched out his 
idea of a safe and convenient mode of 
passing through the crowded streets 
of the great metropolis. His friends 
watched him while he was at work 
and unanimously applauded the sketch 
which he had drawn. They dubbed it 
by the name of its inventor, and it was 
then and there called a “Hansom car.” 
One of those present advised him to 
take out a patent for it, which he said 
he would do on the morrow. Howey- 
er, there was one dishonest man in the 
company, by whom he was forestalled, 
for on reaching his own house that 
evening and being, like Mr. Hansom, 
a clever draftsman, as all great archi- 
tects are, he sketched out a car like 
the drawing he had seen, and early the 
following morning he took it to the 
office and got out a patent for it in 
his own name, thus robbing the talent- 
ed inventor of all the remuneration 
which he deserved to reap from it. It 
brought an immense but ill gotten for- 
tune to the one who had perpetrated 
the fraud, whereas Mr. Charles Han- 
som was never one penny the richer.— 
Donahoe’s. 


JACK TAR’S GIN. 


The Way Liquor Was Smuggied 
Aboard One of Our Warships. 

While on the China station In 1886 
the master at arms’ mess on the Unit- 
ed States steamer Omaha was in a 
drunken and demoralized condition for 
several weeks. Try as he might the 
captain could not discover where the 
liquor was coming from. Finally all 
shore liberty was stopped, but- the 
drunkenness did not cease.

Belgium as a Lace Center, 

Belgium has long been an important 
center of the lace industry. 

The art of making lace spread 
through Flanders from France and 
Italy in the middle centuries owing to 
the splendid qualities of Belgian flax, 
and it was there that the wonderful 
duchesse lace was originated. Much 
of the so called Spanish lace—black, 
with its large roses and trailing de- 
sign—was also made in Flanders, and 
for the last hundred years the cities of 
Bruges, Ghent and Ypres haye put on 
the market the three best grades of the 
modern yalenciennes lace, each city 
having a distinct variation in design 
due to the differences in workmanship 
gradually introduced in the course of 
years in the three Jocalities.

APPROPRIATIONS. 


The Finance Committee reported the 
annual appropriation order: which ap- 


| pears in full in another column. 


Chairman Hallowell of the School 
Board spoke at length upon the school 
budget... The amount reported was not 
considered sufficient to maintain the 
schools for the current year at their 
standard. of excellence. The School 
Committee considered this very care- 
fully and can ‘account for every dollar 
asked for. 

Instead of $86,579 for salaries appro- 
priated last year, we ask for $88,632, 
which is necessary to carry out our 
contract with the teachers with the 
regular rate of increase. It has never 
been intimated that we spend too much 
for salaries. 

Our janitors are competent and 
intelligent men, whom we can trust. 
They receive less per hour than men 
who work on the streets. 

For books and supplies we had last 
year $8,971. We ask for $1,500 more, 
There was a deficit last year, not in} 
money but in stock. It is a very small 
sum for 5,500 pupils. 

It is improbable that fuel will be any 
cheaper this year and we ask for $300 
more than last year. 

Last year’s transportation was $892. 
This year we ask for $1000. 

Rentals last year were $800. 
obliged to pay this year $810.

Couseilman Piper asked io ama gee

Councilman Piper—I find that Quincey 
has been above the average inv text 
book books and supplies. That is the 
one department in which we can 
economize. We should purchase as low 
as any city, but do not. 

In reply to Councilman Crane, Dr. 
Hallowell said pupils were transported 
from Sqaantum, Houghs Neck and 
Germantown. It was cheaper to bring 
the pupils from Germantown all he 
way in a barge than to bring them to 
Palmer street and then transfer to . the 
cars, 

In.reply to Councilman Stone, Dr. 
Hallowell said the number of pupils 
increases every year. We onght to 
have more money to educate 200 more 
pupils. It was not possible to educate 
5,500 pupils for the same amount it 
took to educate 5,000, 

Councilman Stone — Other depart- 
ments have had a special session with 
the Finance Committee and’the School 
Committee should have the same show. 
He would like to see the department 
get what it required, 

Councilman Chamberlin—The point 
taken by the gentleman from Ward 3 is 
important. I would like to ask if hfs 
point is that we are paying more for 
text books than other cities ? 

Councilman Piper—I cannot say 
where it comes. I understand supplies 
are criticised by teachers who come 
from out of town. They do cost us more 
in the total, 

At this point Collector of Taxes 
Cunningham made an appeal for an in- 
crease in the amount given his depart- 
ment for clerical services. 

Councilman Stone moved to amend 
the item in the school budget- for 
salaries, etc,, making the amount $114,- 
500. 

Councilman Bass hoped the amend- 
ment would not prevail. Wecan only 
raise $12 per $1000, and such receipts 
as are sent by the Mayor. This makes 
a total of $317,613.42. The budget calls 
for $314,114.00. This leaves a balance 
of $3,499.42. We have never been able 
to collect taxes within $3,000 or $4,000. 
If that is the case we must allow a 
leeway so as not to exceed the limit. 

If we add to the budget it will leave 
too close a margin. They had $111,-

tence In Cleveland Court

RESIGNED TO HER FATE

Cleveland, March 28.—Unless the 
higher court interferes, Mrs. Cassie L. 
Chadwick will spend the greater part 
of the net 10 years in the Ohio state 
penitentiary for conspiracy. in wreci- 
ing the Citizens’ National bank of 
Oberlin. 

A sentence of 10 years was imposed 
upon her by Judge Tayler, in the 
United States district court, at 5 o’clock 
last evening. The sentence came at 
the close of a busy day for the court 
in hearing arguments on a motion for : 
new trial, which lasted all day. The 
motion was overruled. 

Mrs. Chadwick was convicted upon 
seven counts and sentenced upon six 
counts. For four of these counts a 
sentence of two years each was im- 
posed. Upon two counts a sentence ot 
one year each was imposed, making a 
total sentence of 10 years. 

Mrs. Chadwick was not particularls 
affected by the action of the court. 
Seemingly she had resigned herself to 
any action. When told that the mo- 
tion for a new trial had been refused, 
she merely nodded her head as if she 
already knew, though she is so hard 
of hearing she could not have knowa 
what words the court uttered. 

When ordered to stand up and re- 
ceive the sentence, Mrs. Chadwick was 
assisted to her feet by Deputy Marshal 
Clobitz. The court asked her if she had 
anything to say why sentence should 
not be pronounced. She looked around 
in bewilderment. She was not certain 
what was taking place and had not 
the slightest idea what the court said. 
She was then led forward, nearer the 
bench, and the court shouted the ques- 
tion. She then understood. 

“i have something to say,” she said, 
“but I would like to consult with my 
attorneys first.” 

“You may do so, but it must be im- 
mediately,” the court enjoined her. “If 
you have anything to say you must 
say it now.” 

Mrs. Chadwick said there was noth- 
ing she cared to say herself. Her at- 
torneys made no appeal to the court and 
the sentence was immediately im- 
posed. Judge Tayler made no _ re- 
marks, except to explain the terms of 
the sentence. He stated that the sen- 
tence of one count should begin at the 
expiration of the one preceding it. 

J. P. Dawley, of counsel for Mrs. 
Ohadwick, took exceptions to the sen- 
tences upon each count, except the 
first. The defense intends to make the 
claim that the court cannot impose a 
separate sentence for each count; that 
the law applies to the general charge 
instead of each incident of a general 
charge. The various counts of the in- 
dictment are considered by the defense 
to refer only to details of the genera! 
offense. This point, like other points 
in the trial, will also be contested in 
the higher courts. United States A+- 
torney Sullivan will represent the goy- 
ernaoient’s case through every court io 
which the defense may appeal. 

No action will be taken by Attorney 
Sullivan regarding the other six  in- 
dictments against Mrs. Chadwick in 
the federal court until the present case 
is finally disposed of. If the present 
case and sentence is sustained by the 
last court the other cases will be 
dropped; otherwise they will be used 
against the woman. 

The action of the court finally closes 
the Chadwick case so far as the Cleve- 
land court is concerned, unless the un- 
expected happens and the higher court 
discharges the Woman or orders a new 
trial. 

After the sentence was imposed court 
adjourned, but it was over a half hour 
later before Mrs. Chadwick was taker 
back to the county jail. She had been 
talking with her attorneys. 

Mrs. Chadwick was indicted by the 
| United States grand jury at a specia! 
; session on seven separate charges, 
each relating to her connection with 
the failure of the Citizens’ National 
bank of Oberlin, of which the late C. 
T. Beckwith was president and A. B. 
Spear cashier. Both the president and 
eashier were jointly indicted with the 
woman, who borrowed thousands of 
dollars of the bank’s money. She was 
convicted under the indictment in 
which she was charged with conspiracy 
with Beckwith and Spear to certify her 
checks when she had no money in the 
bank. This is a transaction prohibited 
| by the government for the protection of 
depositors and stockholders of a na-

Aside from his 
work on the Daily Ledger he has done 
some little work on Boston newspapers 
and has officiated as clerk pro tem of 
the City Council during the absence of 
Clerk C.5A. Spear. 

He is therefore ihoroughly familiar 
with most of the minor details of City 
Council work. 

His education was obtained in the 
schools of Quincy and Hingham, the 
first public school he attended being 
taught by Miss Julia E. Underwood. 

Mr. Magee was married in Boston in 
1887 to Miss Fannie Jackman, a daugh- 
ter of a former well known Boston

Evening School. 


Work of the Y. M. C. A. freehand 
and monumental drawing class is now 
on exhibition in the store window of 
L. M. Pratt & Son, Hancock street, 
and at Falconer & Co,’s office on Water 
street. 

The work was organized by the 
Associations educational committee 
and taught by H. W. Beattie, the well 
known modeler and designer. A most 
creditable progress has been made by 
all; so marked in fact as to cause the 
question, how is such _ excellence 
possible from entirely green men, as all 
these men were only five months ago. 

When this work started back in No- 
vember, 19 men applied for admission, 
the ages ranged from 15 years to 37, the 
average being about 22. Only one had 
done any drawing, and the majority 
knew nothing whatever on the subject. 

The majority of the class continued 
throught the entire forty lessons paying 
a good price for their instruction, in 
addition to their membership in the 
Association. 

The attendance for the first term 
was 78 per cent and for the second term 
it was 92 per cent. of the enrollment, 
thus showing an unabated interest in 
the work. 

The progress was steady from the 
start, until now the work as exhibited 
speaks for itself. 

One member, now in a draughting 
office of a Boston granite company, has 
had his salary substantially increased 
in consequence of his improvment. 
Two others have made such progress as 
to affect their earning capacity material- 
ly. 

The class has fully justified the ex- 
periment. The committee undertook 
the work against odds, having no other 
association privileges to offer and hay- 
ing to hire the hall in which the classes 
were held. A financial statement will 
be made later, when the financial 
soundness of the enterprise will be 
shown. 

The class in mechanical drawing 
finishes its second term tonight. This 
class has also done splendid work, 
samples of which will be exhibited 
soon. This class was large and have 
had an equal interesting and satifis- 
factory progress. 

All of this work will prove to those 
interested in these subjects that the 
Association is equipped to do the thing 
satisfactorily, and will, with the new

A Help to the People in Reduced 
Circumstances. 


Those who are conversant with the 
needs of Quincy, in regard to the care 
of the sick in our midst who are greatly 
reduced in circumstances, or é6ven 
people of moderate meaus, will agree 
that it is high time that some organi- 
zation took the iniative in a movement 
to secure the services of a district 
nurse. In allcities that employ such 
purses, the testimony is that no one 
ean realize their usefulness until such 
nurses are employed. 

Investigation has proved that the 
expense of securing such help is about 
$600 a year, not including medicine or 
Leeded articles, as the ourse makes her 
rounds day by day. All the visits 
should be made under the directions of 
a careful physician, lest those who are 
amply able to pay for such service, at 
regular prices, impose on the generosity 
of the public. ; 

Many families are able to pay a small 
sum for ministrations, perhaps sums 
varying from twenty-five to fifty cents a 


visit. Such payments are added to the 


jgeneral fund, and thus reduce the 
amount of donations needed. Many 


lives would be saved if in the hour of 
sudden illness a purse was promptly on 
hand to render efficient aid. 

The mother, who frequently has to 
resume her household duties too soon, 
would be aided by having proper care 
for herself and babe. _ She would have 
many little things given to comfort and 
strengthen her, and thus perhaps her 
life prolonged.

Balance Wheel. 


A foreign dispatch says the Hamburg- 
American line is building a new steamer 
at the Vulcan works at Stettin which 
will be fitted out with an invention of 
Ctto Shick. It consists of a massive 
balance wheel mounted in such a manner 
as to counteract the shifting of the cen- 
tre of gravity of the ship. The inven- 
tion hitherto has only been tested in 
connection with models, but the Ham- 
burg-American officials are so convinced 
of its utility that they are advancing 
money, and loaning a vessel for a trial 
which willtake place in June or July. 
Naval engineers regard the invention as 
likely to be of the greatest use to war- 
ships, in adding to the stability of the 
guo platforms.

American Board Got $41,500 
From Rockefeller 


DR GLADDEN’S PROTEST 


Declares That Money From 
Standard Oil Sources Belongs 
to People From Whom It Has 
Been Extoried 


Boston, March 29.—Positive action 
was taken on the question of acceptiug 
John D. Rockefeller’s gift of $100,000 
to the American board of commission- 
ers for Foreign Missions, at a meeting 
the prudeuwtial committee of that or- 
ganization, but the nature of the action 


was not disclosed. The committee an- 
nounced officially, however, that a 
statement citing the decision of the 
committee would be given out directly 
after the report adopted, which is ix 
the form of resolutions, had been put 
in complete form and had been ofti- 
clally communicated to a committee 
appointed at a meeting of Congrega- 
tional clergymen of Boston and vicinity 
to protest the acceptance of the Rocke- 
feller gift. 

Already the American Board has re- 
ceived from Rockefeller $41,500, whick 
has been apportioned to various for- 
eign missions conducted by the board. 
The question really decided yesterday, 
therefore, was whether this amount 
should be returned to Rockefeller, or 
retuined and the balance of $100,000 
drawn from him. 

Dr. Washington Gladden, moderator 
of the Congregational church, filed a 
protest with the prudential committee 
against the acceptance of the gift of 
$100,000 fram Rockefeller. It is as fol- 
lows: 

“IT must ask the privilege of express- 
ing, as explicitly as I can, my surprise 
and regret that the officers of tle 
American Board have accepted a large 
sum of money from Mr. John D. Rocke- 
feller. I object to this because the 
money thus bestowed does not right- 
fully belong to the man who gives it; 
it has been flagitiously acquired, and all 
the world knows it. 

“It may be difficult, in many cases, 
to judge the methods by which wealth 
has been gained; the operations are 
complex, and we may be in doubt re- 
specting their honesty. It is, no doubt, 
impracticable to undertake the in- 
vestigation of the sources of all the 
gifts that are offered us. But when the 
investigation has been thoroughly 
made, and the case is clear, we are 
bound to guide our conduct by the 
facts made known. 

“In this cage the investigation has 
becn thoroughly made and the facts 
are known, The legislative inquiries, 
the records of courts, have given the 
reading people of this country the ma- 
terials for a judgment upon the meth- 
ods of Standard Oil, and there never 
was a day when their minds were as 
clear on this subject as they are now. 
They know that this great ower bas 
been built up by Injustice and oppres- 
sion, they know that its immens? gains 
have been made by forcibly des] ofling 
citizens of their honest gains ard sbut- 
ting the doors cf opportunity upon 
them. 

“It has been forcibly done, I say. It 
has been done very largely through 
illicit and iniquitous control of ralil- 
ways. It has never ceased to use this 
power in this way. It is usiny it todiy 
as effectively as it ever did. : 

“Mr. Rockefeller may deny that re- 
bates are now given to the Standard 
but the Standard now controls about 
two-thirds of the railroads of this coun- 
try, and its power is exerted in fixing 
the classification of freights in such a 
way that it can kill competition. Re 
bates are no longer necessary. Thus 
this stupendous power, which owes its 
existence to a shameful prostitution of 
| agencies created by public law for the 
| public service, is now able to lay its 
| paralyzing hand upon all the industries 
|of the nation, and to force them to 
contribute to its enormous reyenyes 
And this is the money which is offered 
to the American Board. We have no

ENTERTAINED A WITNESS 


Allegation That He Suggested 
Testimony Favorable to Ar- 
mour & Co--Secret Service Men 
Kept Up a Strict Watch 


Chicago, March 29.—The federal 
grand jury investigating the alleged 
| beef trust returned an indictment last 
| pigbt against Thomas J. Connors, gen- 


eral superintendent for Armour & Co. 
The charge is interfering with a wit- 
ness summoned to appear before the 
| grand jury. 

Connors, who is one of J. Ogden Ar- 
mour’s most confidential employes and 
is the active head of one of the largest 
packing companies in the world, wes 
| arreste€ last night on a bench warraut 
| by a United tes deputy marshal 
ahd brought to the grand jury room. 
After considerable delay the prisoner 
was released on a $5000 bond. Follow- 
ing his release, Connors absolutely re- 
fused to diseuss the matter. 

The indictment alleges that John FR. 
Shields of Brooklyn, a former employe 
of Armour & Co., who has been in Chi- 
| eago since the investigation began, 
| was approached, favored and enter- 
j taimed by Connors, and _ specifically 
| charges that on March 25 the offense 
|} for which Connors is indicted oc- 
curred, It is also charged that Shields 
Was given the use of Armour & Oo.’s 
offices at the packing house. 

Another allegation is that Shields 
was entertaived by Connors and that 
Connors suggesied the proposed wit- 
ness should testify favorably for 
Armour & Co. and not tell al! that wit- 
ness knew concerning the matter un- 
| Ger investigation. The second court 
of the indictment charges that Connors 
| did not limit his attempt at influencing 

Witnesses to Shields, but that oper 
witnesses who have not as yet ap- 
peared in Chicago bave been ap- 
proached by Connors and attempts 
made to influence them as to the nature 
of testimony to be given. 
| When the special grand jury con- 
| vened last week Shields was one of 
‘ the first witnesses touppear. He came 
| to Chicago from New York. He bad 
| testified before a grand jury in New 
York and is said to have divulged 
facts which led the federal officials to 
believe him to be in possession of many 
other details concerning subjects un- 
der consideration. 
Shields was watched very closely. 
| Two secret service men were detailed 
| to this work. One of the secret service 
men obtained Shields’ confidence and 
thus learned facts which doubled the 
precautions of the government to pre- 
vent any of the witnesses from being 
cornehed. Shields was followed by the 
deteetives and it was soon learned that 
he frequented the offices of Armour & 
| Co., having a private wire at his dis- 


| 


! posal and answering all his private 
| correspondence there. Shields was 


| followed to theatres, dinners and meet- 
ings in down-town hotels, every move- 
ment he made being closely watched. 

The surveillance reached a climax 
when one of the secret service men 
submitted a report to hissuperio-s. Yes- 
terday Shields was before the grand 
jury for three hours. The section of 
the statutes under which the indict- 
ment is drawn provides that any per- 

|son who interferes with a witness 
shall be subjected to a fine of $500, or 
imprisonment for three months, or 
both. 

R. Budatz, department manager for 
Armour & Co. at Omaha, and Edward 
Welch, of Armour & Co., at Kansas 
City, were the only other witnesses 
besides Shields heard yesterday.

Carnegie Takes an Interest In 
Small Colleges 


LIBRARY DEMAND SLACK 


Says Sport Is Taking the Place 
of Valuable Knowledge at Big 
Colleges--Favors Head Expan- 
sion Rather Than Football 


New York, March 28.—Andrew Car- 
negie was the guest of honor at the 
annual dinner of the alumni of Stevens 
institute at the Hotel Astor last night. 
Dr. A. ©. Humphries, president of 
Stevens, announced that Mr. Carnegie, 
im addition to the $290,000 which he 
has already given to the institute, 
would give $50,000 more, to which be 
himself would add $50,000 when the 
alumni raised $100,000. 

Mr. Carnegie congratulated the 
alumni on having chosen a professional 
career and said in part: “I want to 
tell you gentlemen that your career is 
much higher than a speculative one. 
Stock gambling is not a business; it is 
a mere parasite on business. 

“Tf I had a son, I should prefer to 
have him enter upon a _ professional 
career such as you chose rather than 
any other. I have been looking largely 
into small colleges of late and I have 
entered Into the college business, us I 
not long ago entered into the library 
business. I did a rip-roaring business 
at the library stand, but I could iook 
ahead and see the demand for libraries 
slacken. My secretary says that the 
demand is down to one library a day. 

“I think a young man who: goes to 
a small college receives a better edu- 
eation than at a large one. I like to 
see men not excelling in football or 
things pertaining to the foot, but ex- 
celling in head expansion. Sport is 
too generally taking the place of valu- 
able knowledge at the big colleges. 

“Since I have gone into the new 
business there has been a great boom.

New York, March 28.—Owing to a 
misunderstanding as to the number of 
passengers she would carry when she 
left Havre, and because of unex- 
pected delay due to rough seas and high 
winds, provisions ran short on steamer 
‘Quebee, which arrived last night with 
483 steerage passengers.

Jeffrey R. Brackett Outlines 
Work. 


Advocates a Visiting 
Nurse. 


Club Should Exist for Intelligent 
and. Purposeful Service. 


The large Brackett house on Goffe 
street, with a considerable lot around 
it, is about to be given to several 
trustees of a corporation, to be used 
for the benefit of this community, for 
educationaland philanthropic purposes. 
The laud isa portion of the Brackett 
homestead, The house which has un- 
usnally large rooms was built about 
fifty years ago. It is to be placed in 
the care of the newly formed Quincy 
Women’s Club to be used as its club- 
house. The expectations is that other 
agencies for educational and philan- 
thropic purposes will make it a center 
for work, 

On Wednesday afternoon in the chapel 
of the First charch, Mr. Jeffrey R. 
Brackett addressed the Women’s club 
on ‘Possibilities of social service.’’ 
He began with an allusion toa dream 
in which his great-grandmother in the 
seventh generation back, one of the 
little band of settlers of the ancient 
north precinct of Braintree, now Quin- 
cy, had questioned him as to the mean- 
ing of awoman’s club. ‘‘In her time,” 
she said, ‘‘men considered such things 
as clubs unworthy. The women were 
exhorted to be home-makers and to do 
good works in a quiet manner.”’ 

The visitation of this ancient lady ted 
Mr. Brackett to dwell on the changes 
in community life in the New England 
towns, as between old Braintree and 
Quincy of today. Until two generations 
ago, the New England town was a small 
community, comparatively isolated. 
There was usually one church only, and 
nearly all the inhabitants were nominal- 
ly if not actually its mombers. There |; 
were only afew schools, ‘The men all 
met in town meeting and the older boys 
looked on—an education in the rudi- 
ments of democratic government. It 
was a homogeneous people, each know- 
ing somewhat of all. There was a 
strong sense of community life, of civic 
obligation. There was much true 
neighborliness and reciprocity of ser- 
vices, 

Today, in contrast, Quincy isa city, 
growing fast. There are a score of 
churches, of many denominations, each 
with its own activities; the children 
are divided upamong a score of schools, 
public and private; the government is 
a representative one. Under such econ- 
ditions, there is less neighborliness and 
knowledge of one another; there are 
many and increasing problems incident 
to modern society. 

There ure active today, as always, 
the great forces of human kindness and 
social obligation. How to devélop and 
use these forces, in order to answer 
best the problems of modern Society, 
isa duty resting on the earnest mem- 
bers of each community. Happily, the 
use of scientific methods for the 
acquisition of knowledge is giving us 
advantages that our grandfathers never 
dreamed of. In the larger and more 
complicated communities, today, there 
is need of organization, for acquisition 
and spread of knowledge, for economy 
of effort in the uses of the great forces 
of human kindness and social obliga- 
tion. In this women have taken and 
should take an important place. 

A healthy woman’s club may be 
likened to a healthy individual—it 
should enjoy recreation, but it should 
exist for intelligent and purposeful 
service. Recognizing the inter-de- 
pendence of all members in a com- 
munity, it should work in every 
possible way to better the common life. 
Much bas been done by healthy women’s 
clubs, more still can be done by them. 
The first step for a club is to recognize 
plainly this reason for its being and 
adopt this as a definite policy to govern 
its action, Then careful study should 
be made of local conditions and needs 
and efforts should be made to fill some 
of the needs which are most pressing. 
A club should not undertake too much 
and should believe in the educational 
value of doing well even the little 
things.

TWO QUINCY CASES. 


Infant Dies This Morning of Cere- 
bro-spinal Meningitis. 

Two cases of cerebro-spinal menengi- 
tis have been reported to the Board of 
Health this week, one of which resulted 
fatally this morning. The first case 
was that of James Hickey, aged 21 
years, anemploye at the Fore River 
works. He was taken sick the first of 
the week and was removed to the City 
Hospital on Tuesday where he now is. 

The other case was Stephen, the six 
months old son of Thomas H. Palmer 
of 306 Beale street. The child was 
taken with acold early in the week. 
It grew rapidly worse and Wednesday 


was diagnosed as _ cerebro-spinal 
meningitis. The child died this morn- 
ing. 


The family came to Quincy from 
New Brunswick a few weeks ago. The 
Board of Health are taking extra pre- 
caution to prevent the spread of the 
disease, and the Beale street house is 
quarantined. 

In 1897, the year when the disease 
reached its maximum, there were three 
deaths in Quincy, 185 in Boston, 52 in 
Somerville, 14 in Wakefield, 20 in 
Cambridge, 10 in Chelsea and others.

Senators Unwilling to Have It 
Interpreted as Abandonment 
of the Island to Chaos--Minor- 
ity Support Difficult to Get 


Washington, March 30.—The decision 
of the administration to accept Santo 
Domingo’s proposal was not reached 
nvithout protracted debate, in which 
dissent from this policy was vigorously 
presented. It was declared to be a 
fundamental fallacy to regard Morales, 


| or anybody else, as at the head of a 


rebel government in the republic, or 
could be properly 


While the arrangement now adopted 


| does not commit the United States to 
| the cause of Morales, it clearly lends 


him a certain moral support, and to 
doing this objection was expressed. 
But the real argument which influ- 


| enced the members of the conference, 


including most of the cabinet and four 
influential senators, was the feeling 
that under international law, during 
the pendency of a treaty, it was the 
fiuty of the parties to it to preserve 
the status quo; that Santo Domingo 
could not honorably permit any course 
of action to be adopted which would 
prove inconsistent with the ultimate 
settlement of the case along the lines 
laid down.in the treaty pending. 

Accordingly, the administration has 
decided to take its part, responding to 
the request of Morales, in maintaining 
a status which will be compatible with 
the ratification of the treaty, and not 
greatly troublesome should the treaty 
fail. 

One point which the administration 
feels that it has gained is the support 
of certain leaders of the senate, whom 
it did not really have before, notably 
Mr. Spooner. The policy was not en- 
tered into until the distinct and af- 
firmative appaoval had been gained of 
Lodge, Spooner, Foraker and Knox, 
of the foreign relations committee of 
the senate. They make this their plan. 
Lodge was, of course, already friendly 
to the administration’s policy, but the 
others were more or less lukewarm.

There is authority for the statement 
that France is diligently striving to 
end the war, and for six weeks past 
negotiations of the most confidential 
character have been in progress be- 
tween Paris and St. Petersburg. Even 
diplomats of the highest rank have 
failed to obtain from M. Delcasse, the 
French foreign minister, the results of 
these negotiations, but it can be an 
nounced on the same authority th at 
Count Lamsdorff, the Russian minister 
for foreign affairs, has within a week 
admitted that he had ima general way 
outlined to Delcasse the general terms 
along which Russia might consent to 
consider peace. 

Advices from Europe tell of the fear 
prevalent there in certain quarters that 
the activities of Lamsdorff and Del- 
easse are directed toward an interna 
tional conference to be held in 
neutral European capitai, such a 
Stockholm, where peace negotiations 
might be conducted. It is said that 
this move has, in a measure, been 
blocked by the refusal of Japan to give 
any indication as to the peace terias 
she would accept until positively as- 
sured, in the name of the czar himself, 
that Russia is prepared to negotiate 
in good faith for peace. Not only does 
Japan insist upon this assurance, but 
she prefers to negotiate directly with 
St. Petersburg. 

With the United States, Germany 
and Japan opposed to an internationa! 
conference to end the war, the belief 
is strong in Washington that success- 
ful peace negotiations will date from 
the day St. Petersburg communicates 
with Tokio direct. The Washington 
government is alertly watching for the 
opportunity to assist Russia and Japan 
in getting into diplomatic communi- 
cation, Thus would an international 
conference be avoided and the United 
States would be in a better position to 
insist upon the maintenance of the in- 
tegrity and administrative entity of 
China. No negotiations involving an 
attack upon this principle can be ac- 
quiesced in by the United States.

Germany May Be Endeavoring 
to Profit by It 


KAISER’S TANGIER VISIT

England Surprised at Action 
Which Will Make Morocco 
Defiant of France and Provea 
Menace to Commercial Rights 


London, March 381.—The editorial 
articles ané dispatches printed in the 
London newspapers almost all reflect 
a& certain sense of uneasiness, almost 
amounting to irritation, at the idea, 
based on Chancellor Von Buelow's 
speech in the reichstag, that Emperor 
William’s visit to Tangier has a dis- 
tinctly political motive. ‘Phe subject 
is also much commented upon in the 
lobbies of the houses of parliament. 

“Russia's eclipse is Germany's oppor- 
tunity,” crystallizes in a sentence the 
general idea prevalent on the subject. 
It is suggested that Emperor William, 
far from desiring to irritate France, 
wishes rather to emphasize the dimin- 
ished value of the Russian alliance and 
thereby persuade France of the ad- 
visability of a rapprochement with Ger- 
many. At the same time those least 
inclined to cavil at the German em- 
peror’s action admit that it is caleu- 
lated to stiffen the sultan’s resistance to 
French policy in Morocco and so retard 
the civilizing scheme involved in the 
Anglo-French agreement. 

In this light the usualiy moderate 
Daily Telegragh says the emperor's 
visit to Tangier can only be regarded 
as an unfriendly act. All the other 
papers are inclined to doubt the wis- 
dom of Emperor William's policy, 
which they think is more likely to re- 
sult in strengthening the Anglo- 
French entente, 

It is learned at the foreign office that 
Von Buelow’s announcement of Ger- 
many’s policy towards Morocco came 
as a complete surprise to the British 
government. It was believed, as had 
been generally declared, that Em- 
peror William’s visit to Tangier was 
without political significance. 

When the Anglo-French entente was 
concluded in 1904, France officially in- 
formed Germany of the fact and also 
of the agreement between herself and 
Spain signed six months later, whereby 
France was given a mandate to regu- 
late the affairs of Morocco. Reforms in 
Morocco were imperatively necessary 
for the good of all the powers com- 
mercially interested in the country, and 
as concert of powers. had proved so 
difficult and unworkable in Turkey, 
China and elsewhere where it had been 
| tried, it wus the opinion of the British 
government that one power alone could 
best exert pressure on the sultan of 
Morocco. 

France, being far the deepest con- 
cerned financially and commercially, 
naturally was given the mandate to in- 
stitute reforms. As the open door was 
guaranteed and commercial rights en- 


sured to all the countries concerned, 
fl was said at the foreign office that

JOB’S TEARS. 


Seeds That Are Used For Food and 
Ornament Ia India. 


A seed much used for ornament is} 


that which bears the popular name of 
Job's tears. The old botanist Gerarde 
thus describes it: “Every graine re- 
sembleth the drop or tear that falleth 
from the eye.” There are, however, 
now three or four well marked forms 
of this seed met with in India, which 
differ from each other in shape, color 
and degree of hardness and in the pres- 
ence or absence of grooves or furrows} 
along the length or the hardened tn- 
volucer. 

Dr. Watt of Calcutta thus enumer- 
ates them: “There are three types of 
shape—a long cylindrical or tubular, a 
normal pear shaped condition and a 
flattened spheroidal form. The cylin- 
drical grain is always of a white col- 
or, smooth, polished, not furrowed, but 
constriéted toward both extremities. 
This is collected for ornamental pur- 
poses only and not as an article for 
food. The pear shaped form varies in 
size and color, being pale and bluish 
white, gray, yellow or brown black. 
The flattened spheroidal kinds are of- 
ten yellow or even pink. 

“The two principal forms are: One 
almost round and either white or biack. 
This form is sometimes, though less 
frequently, used for rosaries and orna- 
mental purposes, but chiefly for food 
among the hill tripes of iva. ‘The

“Well, as I consider his works im- 
measurably superior to anything of 
Eugene Sue’s, I suppose I must have 
more talent than Sue too?’ 

“Of course you have.” 

“Twice as much, according to you. 
Well, [am glad. And now tell me hon- 
estly, as we are discussing literary 
merits, surely Iam as good as Dumas?” 

“Better—better.” 

“Thank goodness, our opinions coin- 
cide. And now, since my novels are 
worth twice as much as those of Fred- 
eric Soulie and Eugene Sue, I demand 
in common justice to be pald double 
what you pay them for theirs.”

Distress Signals at Sea.

They have ever occupied an important 
place in the rude pharmacopoeia of the 
untutored savage as well as of the 
higher one of his more ciyilized breth 
ren. Certain varieties are used in stuff- 
ing chairs and beds. They are especial- 
ly suitable for the latter purpose, as 
their aromatic smell is sald to drive In- 
sects away.

THE COTTON GIN. 


How EM Whitney, Its Inventor, Got 
His Great Idea, 

Eli Whitney, the inventor of the cot- 
ton gin, got the germ of his great idea 
from seeing through the interstices of 
a hut an old negro work a hand saw 
among the freshly picked cotton stored 
within. 

The teeth of the saw tore the lint 
from the seed easily and quickly, and 
young Whitney (he was barely thirteen 
at the time) realized at once that a 
machine working a number of similar 
saws simultaneously would revolution- 
ize the cotton growing industry. 

He said nothing to anybody, but set 
to work building models and experl- 
menting. His difficulties were enor- 
mous, for he not only had to make his 
own wheels, cogs, ete., but he had also 
first to forge his own tools and even to 
manufacture the paint wherewith to 
color his many plans and drawings. 

But he succeeded in the end, and, 
though the outbreak of war and other 
hindrances prevented the invention 
from being actually placed upon the 
market until many years afterward, 
the first complete cotton gin ever con- 
structed was built from those very 
models and plans and with scarcely a 
single alteration.
